THE CONGRESS. 
POINTS SETTLED. 

Lonpon, July 5.—At Thursday’s sitting of 
the Congress it was settled that the monks of 
all nationalities inhabiting Mount Athos should 
haye equal privileges. 

The only reservation as to the Danube is that 
Russia, whilst acknowledging the entire freedom 
of the navigatiou of that river in time of peace, 
does not admit such freedom in time of war. 

The supervision of the existing Commission is 
to be maintained, with its juriedictiongxtending 
to Galatz. 


SOPHIA. 

In the discussion as to the division of the 
Sandjak of Sophia, Russia admitted that the 
Ichtiman Pass, with a strong line of defense, 
should be assigned to Roumelia. But the dis- 
cussion of the Engiish demand, that Roumelia 
should receive five out of seven districts into 
which the Sandjak of Sophia should be divided, 
became so warm that the representatives of 
France, Italy, and Germany intervened with a 
compromise, which contemplates nearly the 
equal division. between Roumelia and Bulgaria. 
As, however, thé retention of the Ichtiman line 
for Roumelia is the principal aim of England, 
the question will probably cause no further 
difficulty. 

BATOUM. 


A Berlin correspondent bases his supposition 
as to the probable settlement of the Batoum 
question by Russia receiving Batoum on condi- 
tion of never fartifying under any pretext, on 
Prince Bismarck’s utterances at Tuesday’s in- 
terview, and believes, if the question is not set- 
tled privately, but ts brought forward at Satur- 
day's sitting, Bismarck will resolutely take 
Russia’s part, and declare that, while he should 
applaud any compromise, he cannot but consider 
binding the signatures of Turkey and England 
to the San Stefano treaty and the Anglo-Rus- 
sian agreement, respectively. 

THE ENGLISH PRESS 
unanimously—even including the Daily News— 
object to the cession of Batoum. The Conserv- 
ative organs are very discontented with the 
results of the Congress, but they all regard the 
danger of rupture as obviated. The Time 
regards the statement of Sir Stafford North- 
cote, Chancellor of the Exchequer,in the House 
of Commons last night, that he was led to hope 
that in ten days or a fortnight the negotiations 
at Berlin would be far enough advanced to 
permit him to submit the supplementary esti- 
mates and shortly afterward make a statement 
to the House, as the clear announcement of bis 
belief that the Govern:nent is confident of the 
attainment of a pacific settlement at Berlin 
within the next few days.

THE HENLEY REGATTA. 
COLUMBIA WINS. 

Lonpon, July 5.—The Columbias have won 
the only boat - race ever gaived by an American) 
crew in England, and are the heroes of Henley. 
The superb form they have shown. the past two 
days surprised even their best friends. 

Along the tace-course, from the pagoda-like 
structure on the island, and the starting-place 
to Henley bridge, near the winning-post, 6 
multitude of pleasure boats, lavishly embel- 
lished, were stationea or plying to and fro. 
Police-boats were necessary to preserve order 
and keep the truck clear. The scene on the 
river differed in few respects from that of yes- 
terday.

NOISY RAPID’ TRANSIT. 


Prof. Edison Examines the Metropolitan 
| Elevated Railroad and Makes Some Er- 
periments—The Noise to Be Abated. 
New York Herald, July 4.

_ CAUSES OF THE SOUNDS. 

The preliminary observations over, a Herald 
reporter questioned the Professor as to the 
probable result of his work. It is a little too 
eariy for me to say anything vet,“ said he, a8 
this is my first day on the matter. I find that 
there are a multitude of causes for the loudness 
of the noise. Up to a certain rate of specd 
there is comparatively very little, but as the 
speed increases the noise also increases. In 
other words, the faster you go the more vibra- 
tions per second you cause. 

To what do you mainly attribute the noise?“ 
asked the writer. 

One of the greatest sources is the hammer- 
ing of the trucks on the joints. I counted 
thirty fundamestal knoeks on each joint. 
Again, between each set of pillars there are 
forty guys which, so far as the conveving of the 
sound is concerned, are practically reeds. They 
vibrate very rapidly, and set the rest of the 
structure vibrating. This source of the sound 
¢an be easily remedied, and at ouly a nominal 
expense. The vibrations of the main girders 
also form a considerable percentage of the vol- 
ume of sound. I have also noticed in agyaumber 
of places that the rails do not come in close 
contact with the ties, and the latter being of 
white pine, and very resonant, add to the vibra- 
tions. There is some little noise also caused by 
the grinding of the flange of the wheels against 
the side of the rails. The sounds are ali ‘clang’ 
sounds.“ 

A CONSIDBRABLE REMEDY. 

Do you see the way clear to any material 
reduction of the noise asked the reporter. 

„Oh, yes,“ answered the Professor. “ From 
my observations thus far I should say it can be 
reduced at least 50 percent. That is a matter 
that will be regulated by the engineers after we 
get at the germ of the different causes, but it is 
somewhat premature toe discuss the matter at 
this early stage. The Professor added:. All 
I am expected to do is to investigate the acous- 
tic properties of the road and point out the 
causes. The remedy will then be forthcomine.”’ 

The next experiment by Prof. Edison will be 
made with a new instrument, in the style of the 
phonograph, for the construction of which he 
bas already . orders in his laboratory. Its 
purpose will be to record the vibrations pro- 
duced by all the gauses referred to and as many 
others as may subsequently be discovered. ‘Lhe

Montreat, Can., July 5.—The meeting of 
City and District Magistrates to-day to take 
action for the preservation of the peace of the 
¢ity on the 12th was not of a very harmonious 
¢ebaracter. Over 200 magistrates were present 
when the meeting opened, but before its busi- 
ness was half concluded a large portion of those 
who spoke English had left. The Mayor intro- 
daced a number of long resolutions condemn- 
ing tne action of the Orangemen, after their ex- 
perience of last year, for persisting in commem- 
orating and celebrating events calculated to er- 
cite and wound the feelings of a majority 
of the inhabitants of Montreal, and declaring 
that it is imexpedient and unwise 
to call out the military and bring them in con- 
tact with the people except when the forces at 
the command of the authorities are able to 
cope with and check the mob.. The Mayor, in 
commending the resolutions to the meeting, 
said he respected Orangemen whom he knew in 


the city, but he thought, in holding a proces 
pion bere on the 12th, they were doing a serious 
injury to the interests of Montreal. He hoped 
they would forego their exhibition for the sake 
of peace. Ald. Clendening moved that the au- 
thorities be empowered to call out the military 
for tbe protection of the city on the 
A2th. Another magistrate moved to the 
effect that the Government be called on 
to invest Sir Selby Smith with the powers of a 
magistrate and to intfust to him the preser- 
vation of the peace, with all needed assistance 
from the military. The motion was lost by a 
large majority. Long and exciting discussion 
ensued, and it was evident from the temver of 
the meeting and the difference of opinion that 
existed that no satisfactory agreement could be 
arrived at. Finally a resoiution was passed by 
40 to 7 expressing full confidence in the Mayor 
of Montreal, and placing in his hands all tue 
power and authority to preserve the peace in 
this city on the 12th instant, as well as on any 
other day. 

LaTer—After the meeting of the Magistrates 
this afternoon a requisition to Col. Fletcher. D. 
A. G., Was prepared, and has since been signed 
by a number of magistrates, calling upon him 
to prevent disturbances by aid of the military 
on the 12th instant. |

A GREAT CROWD. 

The interest taken by the people of the West 
Division in the Stevens tragedy was well shown 
yesterday by the throng which filled the Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church, corner of Morgan and 
Monroe streets, in which the funeral services 
were held. There was but littie notice given of 
the event, and the hour set for the services 
was 10 o’clack, yet as easlv as 9 people began 
to flock to the church, which was almost filled 
in the lower portion by 9:30. The audience was. 
to a great extent, representative in character. 
in the galleries and on the main floor could be 


noticed veherable-looking gray-haired men and 


and grandfathers, “ mothers, 
thers. The young men were 
ashamed me, or were off moralizing upon 
the ruin that had been wrought by some of their 
own sex. Young women were present by the 
hundred. Some were decked in all their 
fineness of summer holiday attire, but 
many—very many—came there to sympa- 
thize with the family of the deceased. 
The three first rows of seats, immediately be- 
fore the pulpit, were reserved for the immediate 
relatives and friends of the deceased. The 
Rev. Dr. J. B. Walker, of the Reunion Presby- 
terian Church, officiated, assisted by the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas It was first intended to hold the 
funeral service in the little Reunion Church, on 
Fourteenth street, but the congregation of the 
Centenary Church and Dr. Thomas came to 
the relief of the friends of the deceased, and 
offered the edifice for the funeral services. The 
reason of this was because it was near the 
home of the dead woman, und it is one of the 
largest chufches in the city. 

The cortege arrived promptly on time, and 
the coffin was borne in by the following-named 
pall-bearers. Walter Brady, Elmer Hartzell, 
George J. Tobias, James Hubbard, C. H. Hart- 
nett, all young men. Lhe coffin was a plain

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THE INQUEST. 
THE CORONER HELD 
his official inquiry yesterday afternoon, at the 
West Madison Street Station, into the causes of 
and the circumstances attending the murder of 
Mamie Stevens last Sunday evening. The court- 
room in which the inquiry was couducted was 
crowded by an idle, curious erewd of the usual 
make-up. The prisoner, Peter E. Stevens, the 
husband of the woman shot down in her youth 
abd beauty that calm Sunday evening, stood 
behind the railing separating him from the 
common berd, while A. 8. Trude, his 
counsel, was within whispering distance. The 
self-confessed wife-slayer stood with bis arms 
folded and leaned against the railing, his face 
wearing its usual complacency, and his whole 
demeanor differing in no respect from his be- 
hayior since his arrest for the bloody deed. Oc- 
casionally he would suggest a question to Mr. 
Trude, and the latter would whisper to Coroner 
Dietzsch, who incorporated it in his interroga- 
gation of the witness on the stand. The jurors’ 
names were published in yesterday morning's 
papers, and need not be repeated. The peren- 
nial C. C. P. Holden, foreman of the body, could 
not resist the temptation to be seen and beard 
to the utmost limit, and, evinced his constitu- 
tional disposition to make himself the observed 
of all observers and the one altogether impor- 
tant by his questioning of the witnesses on cer- 
tain points which he desired to have illumi- 
nat 
MISS KITTIB LEONARD 
was the first witness. She lives at No. 362 West 
Harrison, and testified that she was present at 
the time Mamie Stevens was shot. She met her 
at the corner of Throop and Adams streets, out- 
side of Jefferson Park. She had not been ac- 
quainted with her, nor did Miss Cox, who was 
with them, know her.. Mrs. Stevens addressed 
witness, asking her in what direction she was 
goipg, and witness said she was going through 
the park, down Throop to Congress, and then 
east. Mrs, Stevens asked permission to accom- 
ny witness, and the latter replied that she 
ad no objections. Witness didn’t ask why 
Mrs. Stevens wished to go with her. Sue seem- 
ed to be excited. Witness said that somebody 
was near her in the park, before they mer, 
a young man whom she didn't 
know. Mrs. Stevens and this young 
man were sitting together on a bench,—about 
half an hour, she thought. She didn’t hear the 
conversation, and didn’t notice that they spoke 
in an excited manner. Afterwards, when wit- 
ness, Miss Cox, and Mrs. Stevens walked to- 
wards Congress street, the latter said that she 
and Sammy Adams were sitting on a bench in 
the park. Her husband came up behind and 
struck Sammy Adams with his hand, ana asked 
him why he (Adams) was sitting there with 
his (Stevens’) wife. Mrs. Stevens, in recount, 
ing this to witness, said that Adams made no 
reply. They then both got up and started to go 
off together. They got out on Loomis street, 
when. Stevens came up and ‘hit Adams 
on the shoulder. The latter stepped aside, 
told Mrs. Stevens he would see ber later, and 
went off. Right ‘after witness passed Adams 
and Mrs. Steyens on the bench, she saw Stevens, 
who told her to keep still; that he saw his 
wife. She. first met Stevens early last spring, 
when he followed her home one night from 
church. After his remark io the park, she said, 
“Is that so? Is that your wife?” She didn’t

DR. GEIGER’S STATEMENT. .

Witness said he'd look after it, and they 
went down to Congress street and up to the 
house, where there was a large cro 
where, it was said, there was a womah who was 
shot. They went away and took the prisoner to 
the station. On the way hesaid he bad shot his 
wife because he had r see her dead than to 
have ner live the life of a prostitute. Witness 
produced the revolver, a little seven-shooter, 
from which two cartridges had been shot. 
JOHN M’NULTY, 
living at No. 350 West Congress street, testified 
that he had known the prisoner, Peter Stevens, 
between two and three years. He bad seen him 
two weeks ago, and bad «a conversation with 
him as late as Sunday afternvon, in front of 
witness’ house, in which Stevens said there 
would be a sensation in the papers in a week or 
so about him. Witness asked him what he was 
dolug. and be said he was only looking around. 
That was about 4 o’clock, and witness did not 
see him again until be saw him in the custody of 
the officer. 
THE IRREPRESSIBLE HOLDEN. 

This closed the testimony and the jury re- 
tired. They were out about eight minutes. 
When they came in, Mr. Holden passed up five 
orsix pages of manuscript. The length of. the 
document and the preposterously inconsistent 
time the jury were out provoked some com- 
ment.

Somebody suggested 
to the Coroner, whe had apparently forgotten 
it, that it was usual for the prisoner to say 
something; or at least to give nim an invitation 
todoso. Mr. Dietzsch asked Stevens if he de- 
sired to make any statement, but the latter, 
following the advice of his attorney aud his own 
inclinations, declined to say anything. 

In the course of time the clerk got through 

FILLING IN THE VERDICT, 

which was then read. The jury found that the 
deceased ‘‘ came to her death from a pistol-shot 
wound, inflicted by two pistol-shots, fired out 
of a pistol in the hands of ber husband, Peter 
EK. Stevens,“ and recommended that the Coro- 
ner hold him without bail to answer before the 
Criminal Court. Having gotten through with 
reading the verdict, the clerk proceeded with 
some trepidation to read Mr. Holden’s ad len- 
dum, which proved to be a carefully-prepared 
homily on the repreheusible custom of carrying 
concealed weapons. It was as follows: 


The wayin which Mrs. Stevens came to her 
death brings to the attention of the jury the fact 
that the habit of carrying concealed weapons is 

vaient. a nabit among men and boys of going 
about Chicago streets with knives. pistols, siang- 
shots, and knuckies in their pockets. That 
Etevens would not have Silled his wife had he not 
beep armed in accordance with this practice, the 
jury are not prepared to say; but it is undeniable 
that a large proportion of the homicides and shoot- 
ings of the past few. years would not have hap- 
pened but for the accidental presence of flre- arms. 
The law-makers are not to blame in this matter. 
Both the Common Council and the Legislature 
have made good laws prohibiting the practice. 
There can be no question thatif the rag-picker 
Simoni, now in the County Jail, had not havitual] 
carried a pistol he would not now stand chatged 
with murder, and young McCue would continue 
to live. It is likely that the same may be said of 
Jacob Vilinger, who shot his wife; of Carey, who 
killed Maximilian Hegwein; of Guitana Rosso. 
who killed one of his countrymen, —all now await- 
ing trial on like charges. 

t was from the habit of carrying concealed weap- 
ons that the shooting at Lieuts. Ebersold and Vesey 
arose, and the same may perhaps be said of the 
majority of cases in which indictments are found 
charging assaults with intent te kill and do bodily 
injury. Theevil appears to grow, and although 
taere is some show of enforcing the law, it results 
in little more than a show The evil must be 
abated. The habit of carrying concealed weapons 
must be stopped. The law has provided abundant 
means, and it is time they were employed. 

It is possibiethat if Mayor Heath or Supt. Hickey 
were to search one hundred men at random, pass- 
ing after nightfall on the corner of Madison and 
Clark streets, ninety would be found with pistols 
hidden about them. It is probable that if Police- 
Justice Summerfield, Police-Justice Morrison, or 
Police- Justice Kaufmann were to accidentally 
stumble against one of the crowds gath- 
ered about the fronts of theatres, drinking- 
houses, and public halls, that he would be 
instantly greetea with the whizz of a bullet. It 
is not only possible and probable, but a downright 
fact, that the lives of all good citizens are jeopard- 
ized every day andevery night oy this danger. 
This jury is not called on to characterize the habit 
of-carrying concealed weapons. That it is mean 
and unbecoming a brave man, there is no dispute; 
that it is sneaking and cowardly, permits of no 
argument; but it will be allowed that many foolish 
and idle-minded persons are addicted to it by force 
of imitation and recklessness. There are thou- 
sinds of men in Chicago who have undergone risks 
by day and night in this and other cities who have 
never carried a weapon, and among-them will be 
found those who have encountered most of the 
dangers incidental to life in erowded cities; it is 
safe to say that most of these men are of oniy 
ordinary physical strength. It is tie result of ex- 
perience in the most civilized communities that 
tnere is no need of r tye, Be germ n. weapons, 
and it ie a mark of d government, as 
itisareiicof barbariem, that the practice is per- 
mitted to exist at all. In New York every man 
carrying a weapon must have a license from the 
Mayor. In London, Berlin, Dublin, and Paris it 
is not permitted at all. It must be abated in Chi- 
cago. Peaceful citizens should not be forced to 
live in an atmosphere darkened by this bad pres- 
ence, and the bully, with murder in his heart. as 
well as the light-ballasted igafer, must cease to 
hold the lives and limbs of citizens in their keep- 
ing. The last Grand Jary dida good thing in in- 
dicting different persons for this offense. But 
this does not belong to the work of the Grand 
Jury. It belongs to the city authorities. The 
Laws and Ordinances of Chicago” are explicit 
on this point. Sec. lof Chap. 8 prohibits the 
carrying or wearing under their clotbes or con- 
cealed about their person any pistol, or Coit, or 
sinngsbot, or cross- Knuckles, or wie- 
knife, or dirk-knife, or dirk, or dagger. 
or any other dangerous weapon.” Sec. 2 
says that the weapon shall be taken away 
by the magistrate. Sec. 3 authorizes the ar- 
rest, without a warrant, of persons carrying con- 
cealed weapons. Secs. 4, 5, and 6 provide for 
arrests u warrant. Sec. 7 turnsthe weapons 
over tw e keeper of stolen property. Sec. 9 
fixes the fine for carrying concealed weapons at a 
sum not greater than $100, or imprisonment for 
not Jonger than six months, orboth. In regara to 
the large class of persons who ciaima right to carry 
concealed weapons, on one ground and another, it 
may be added tnat Sec. 9 of that Chapter only ex- 
empts from punishment policemen onduty. The 
State law (H. S., 360, S. 56) fixesa fine of Jioo on 
the offender. In view of these laws, andthe au- 
thority by them given to public officers, the evil in 
Chicago ought to be put an end to, and the jury 
calls on Mavor Heath and Superintendent Hickey 
to give safety tothe citizens of Chi by exer- 
cising their authority and enforcing Rees laws. 
The carrying of concealed weapons must be 
stopped.

SAMUEL ADAMS. 
THAT MEBTING IN JEFFERSON PARK. 

A reporter was detailed last night to find Mr. 
Samuel O. Adams, the young man who sat with 
Mamie Stevens last y night in Jefferson 
Park a few minutes she was shot by her 
husband. He is the young man whom the bhus- 
band of the unfortunate girl had characterized 
asa gambler, and withwhom he had a slight 
encounter only a few minutes before commit- 
ting the deed for which he now occupies Cell 
44. And he is likewise the person to whom 
Mrs. Young, Mamie’s mother, referred so famil- 
larly when she said that her danghter had gone 
‘to church, or out walkiag, or some such thing, 
with Sammy — “Sammy Adams.” The 
reporter found Mr. Adams at his home, No. 878 
West Harrison street. He is a young man upon 
whose face neither timemor whiskers has left 
any clearly-defined The reporter wou la 
opine that he is not far 20 years of age. 
At first he seemed very much disinclined to be 
subjected to an inter He did not know 
anything, he said, that would de ot interest, 
nor did he care for any undue notoriety which 
connection with t. lamentable affair 
might create for him. The reporter suggested 
that Stevens had said that his wife was in 
company with a gambler named Adams; 
that he should certainly correct that statement 
if jt were not true. Mr, Adams yielded far 
enoygh to say emphatically that he was neither 
agambler nor ao associate of gamblers. Hay- 
ing gotten that far he relented, and being prob- 
ably influenced by @ maternal voice from the 
head of the stairs, #Sammy, why don’t you 
tell the gentleman wit you know about it 
he invited the report to a seat, and 

MADE A 8TATEMENT 
substantially as follows: 3 

I started from home last Sunday night about 
7 O'clock and went to Jefferson Park. I went 
up in the dand-house and sat down 
with some of a! friends,—I guess 
there were twénty fellows around there 
whom I knew,—when 1 saw her,’Mamie Stevens, 
coming walking through the park. Sne saw me 
and bowed, and | went down and walked along 
with her. We sat down on a seat at the corner 
nearest the corner of Loomis and Adams 
streets. We sat there talking, and presently 
those two young ladies, whose names I have 
seen mentioned ia the paper,—Sadie Cox I think 
was one of them, though which one I don’t 
know,—came wal by, and one of them said: 
‘Oh, what a beautiful girl!’ They passed us 
two or three times walking back and forth. 
Arter we had talked ether some time,— 
Mamie and 1.—1 ppened to look 
behind the seat on which we 
were sitting, and I saw Stevens crouched down 
in the grass. After I had looked at him a min- 
ute he got up | came around in front of us 
and said: Tou're a gambier, ain’t you?’ 1 
said: No, sir.’ He then remarked: * What 
are youdoing with my wife?’ I said: Is she 
your wife?’ and I stood ud. Mamie said: ‘I 
guess not,’ and then sbe started to walk out of 
the park on Loomis street. He turned to me, 
and said: I don’t allow my wife to go with 
gamblers,” and then after a short pause he said: 

The best thing for you to dois to leave me,’ 
and he pushed me and walked away. After 
he had gone I walked after his 
wife, and, overtakin her, 1 asked: 
if Ishould not go part oi the way home with 
her. She said Les, and we walked down to 
the corner of Loomis and Adams streets, and 
had crossed the street when we saw him com- 
ing, running behind us. His wife said: ‘OQ, 
here he comes. Whatever he says or does don’t 
you do Site «ee when he had 
got close behiu and, as 1 turned to look 
around, he struck me with bis fist on the chin, 
and pushed me into the ditch and said: 1 
thought I told you to keep away from my wife?’ 
I did not say por do anything, but walked 
away, and 1 saw Mamie walking south on 
Loomis street. I came home shortly 
afterwards, and got here before the time 
when the shooting occurred. I heard after- 
wards that be had been around inthe park 
after I had left, looking after me. I don't know 
how true itis. That's all I know about it.“ 

Mr. Adams also stated that he was nots 
gambler. He did not care to say what business 
house he was connected with, because it was 
not necessary. He was a clerk in a reputadie 
house and employment. In connection with 
Mamie Stevens’ coming into the park, Mr. Ad- 
ams voluntarily remerked that her conduct was 
that of a perfect lady. She looked neither to 
the right nor the left, and behaved in a quiet 
manner, attracting nobody’s attention. 

„Ho long have you known Mamie Stevens?” 
asked the reporter. 

„Ok, a long time, said Mr. Adams. “I 
was at school with her nine years ago at the 
Clarke School. 1 have seen ber occasionally 
ever since that time.“ 

Was she ever anything more than a school 
friend to you!“ 

No, sir, she never was. I never sought any 
undue payee my | with her, and never tried to ſu- 
terfere in her family relations by writing letters 
to her. Tome she had always deen a school 
friend, nothing more.”’ 

‘* Did you know her husband?’ 

„No. I never saw him before the night of 
which I have spoken to you.” 

Vid you know any of the young men with 
whom she was said to be keeping company!“ 

No, I did not, and I did not kd@w that she 
was going around with them. ‘Lhe first I knew 
about it was the newspaper statements. I 
never went around with her myself.—that is to 
say, I used to meet her occasionally like our 
meeting in the park.“ 

In answer to the 
questioning as to the character of Ma- 
mie Stevens, Mr. Adams said that 
he had never seen her in questionable company, 
and he did not believe in the statements that 
had been made about her. She was young, and 
fond of fun, dnd perhaps a little foolish, but as 
for her being as vicious as one would be led to 
think from the reports made about her, he 
could not beheve it. Her side of the story had 
not yet been told. She would never have a 
chance to speak for herself; perhaps her friends 
would speak for her.

plish the connection of waters between the bay 
and the lake, and the energetie gentlemen com- 
posing the Company felt a just pride to-day in 
exhibiting their pet, the big ditch. It stands at 
present nothing but a mammoth ditch, but, as 
the boats steamed through the canal to-day, the 
approximation of the great benefits which are 
to acerue from its completion were rendered far 
more obyious to the multitude than from 3 
hearing of the eight speeches on the subject 
which preceded the passage. The Company, 
however, hope, and believe in their ability, to 


complete the canal for use before July 4, 1879, } 


The present Company was organized in 1866, 
but no actual work was done on the canal until 
July 9, 1872. There were at the start 1,000,000 
cubic yards of solid earth to be removed. 
During that year there were excavated 191, 000; 
in 1873, 73,000; in 1873, 24,000. Nothing was 
done in 1875 and 1876. Work was resumed 
1877 by O. B. Green, who took a contract to

To Jesse Spalding— We at the East cordially 
congratulate you on the good hope of the early 
union of the bay and lake. Leta grateful tribute 
be accorded to all who have fostered this enter- 
prise.

Though the waters were joi last 
Friday, the dredging was still going on at the 
lake end, and the boats did hot proceed beyond 
that limit. Two protection piers extend into 
the lake from that — erected by the Gov- 
erument at a cost of $50,000. The appropriation 
of $30,000 made by the last Congress will put 
the harbor in good shape.

WHY SHOULD CAPITAL OPPRESS LABOR! 
We know of no fairer way of presenting 
the of the Communists, the 
Trades-Unionists, and the discontented la- 
bor classes, than by allowing them to state 
their own case. Probably as comprehensive 
an exhibit as has been made of these griev- 
ances was set forth in the resolution adopted 
at the large Trades-Union pienie of last 
Sunday. It represents the sentiments of at 
least ninety out of every hundred persons 
who are now affiliating with any one of the 
political movements that are ostensibly start- 
ed on behalf of the laboring classes, and 
hence we ce it entire : 


Resolved, By the Prade and Labor Unions of 


Chicago, that the wealthy corporations, educa- 


tional, financial, and industrial. who teach and 
practice the political economy of long hours and 
low wages, are the Communiste most to be 
feared ina Republic, They advocate cheap laborin- 
stead of cheap machinery; hyper to combined 
capital, and suppression of all societies of united 
laborers. They demand free trade or a high tariff, 
as it will best serve their mvestments; gold or 
1 contraction or expansion, a8 they are 
epders or borrowers. They receive Go@rnment 
aid and patronage for their Yailroad and manufac- 
turing experiments. In times of their distress, 
special sessions of legislative bodies are convened. 
I heir wares are exhibited and advertised at Worid'4 
Faire and Centennial shows at Government expense. 
They occupy nime-tenths of the time of National, 
State, and Municipal Governments in attempts to 
reconcile their diversified interests. They have 
eansea to be a ted millions of dollars for 
scientific investigations and explorations into the 
knowledge, value, and use of things, but refuse to 
acquire any information as to the habits, customs, 
w valhe, and uses of men. They compact 
with each other to their mutual benefit and unity 
as men of one party and one religion in 
declaring all practical labor legislation as 
visionary or Communistic, and labor leaders and 
public men who advocate the righte of iabor as 
eemagegues. They @2bdsidize the press and awe 
the pulpit into silence. They laws to protect 
ehartered savings institutions, and allow homes to 
de sold by the taousands. They permit the im- 
portation of the low-paid Chinese, as they forced 
the importation .of the chattel African lgborers. 
Tpey demand retrenchment and reform d de- 
tee the income tax, and escape taxation Dy every 
ssible device.

is certainly a formidable indictment, 
d, if true, it would be serious enough to 
warrant the implied threat of revolution as 
the only possible corrective of so unjust and 
vicious a system. The charge, in brief, is 
that the class known as capitalists have com- 
bined for the purpose of keeping down the 
laboring classes, of making poor men poorer, 
of depriving them of means of livelihood, 
and of prolonging and increasing the hard 
times; and that this same class ef capitalists 
have pursued this policy not merely in the 
management of business affairs, but by influ- 
encing the legislation of the country to the 
same end. It is not necessary to examine 
the details of the charge; it is sufficient that 
these details make up the general indictment 
as we have stated it. 
course there always has been, is now, 
necessarily always must be, a wide- 
read difference of opinion as to the wisdom 
and effect of any single legislative measure, 
so that the truth or falsity of this charge 
cannot be satisfactorily established by con- 
troversy over the details. But if there has 
been, and still continues to be, a combina- 
tion among the moneyedand business classes 
to keep the laboring classes under, to give 
them as little work as possible, and to pay 
them next th nothing for the work they do, 
then some intelligent motive.must be found 
for such a base conspiracy, and, in the 
absence of such motive, the charge falls to 
the ground. Now, what possible motive can 
the well-to-do and the employing classes 
have for combining against the laboring and 
poorer classes? It will not do to urge that 
this course is followed out of pure malice, 
for that would be illogical and irration- 
al. Intelligent and civilized men do 
not put themselves out of the way, use 
their time, exhaust their energy, and even 
damage their own interests, simply to injure 
other men, without provocation, Yet it is 
easy to show that no other motive than such 
unreasonable and unreasoning malice as this 
would be could prompt the diabolical con- 
spiracy which certain demagogues are teach- 
ing the laboring classes to believe has been 
organized against them. 
To put this matter on no higher ground 
than that of self-interest, it becomes evident

exhausted own means, have borrowed 
and lost what they could, have forfeited 


motives, not solely to benefit the laboring 
classes,—but because, by being able to em- 
ploy more men at wages that will secure 
heartier co-operation, they can enlarge their 
own business, whatever it may be, and earn 
more money for themselves. If the profit 
on every laborer or employe is only ten 
cents a day, the incentive is enough to urge 
new 24 4 fifty employes will yield 
the capitalist $5 aday, and 500 employes 
will yield him $50 a day. Can it be doubted 
that he will strive to employ the 500 instead 
of the fifty, or that he will leave any effort 
untried to bring about a condition of things 
under which he will be able to make labor 
profitable alikefor himself and his employes, 
—under which he can employ 500 men at a 
profit instead of fifty men at a loss? 

All this is so clearly within the recognized 
and familiar tendere, gf human nature that 
no intelligent person will doubt it. And if 
self-evident, then it is equally self-evident 
that these capitalists and business-men 
would not combine to secure legislation cal- 
culated to contract the sphere of labor or 
oppress the laboring men. They would not 
do so even if they bore malice against the 
laboring classes, for they would not gratify 
their spite at the expense of their capital 
and their business interests. But there can be 
nosuch general malice on the part of the one 


| elass against another class. The half-million 


men we speak of include the best brams, 
pluck, and energy in the country. It is 
likely that they can and do influence 
legislation to a great extent, but all 
such influence is used, for their own sake, to 
broaden the opportunities for employing labor 
and to secure for it such compensation as 
will render the working people contented 
and prosperous. To increase the opportuni- 
ties for labor is to increase their own oppor- 
tunities for money-making; to render the 
laboring classes contented is to secure better 
service from them. In the face of these 
axioms, the charge of the demagogues that 
capital is constantly seeking, by legislation 
and otherwise, te oppress labor , could only 
be true of a community in which the capi- 
talists were insane, unreasoning savages,— 
alike blind to their own selfish interests, and 
uninfluenced by the motives common to hu- 
man nature in a civilized condition. 
EXTRADITION OF CRIMINALS. 

In 1876 a serious disagreement took place 
between the Governments of the United 
States and of Great Britain concerning the in- 
terpretation of the treaty for the extradition 
of criminals. This disagreement eventually 


tradition treaty. The difficulty arose in the 

ease of Lawrence, charged im the United 

States with smuggling, forgery of Custom- 

House papers, and other frauds. He fled to 

Eugland, and was there arrested on one speci- 

fied charge. Before his surrender his coun- 

sel suggested that after his arrival in the 

United States be might be tried for an 

offense other than that for which he was 

surrendered, and which was not named in 
the treaty. Lord Dersy therefore protested, 

and the United States gave assurances that 
he would be tried only for an offense 

for which he was extradited. Lord Durer, 

however, cited an act of Parliament forbid- 
ding the surrender unless it was agreed that: 
the prisoner, before being tried for a second 
offense, should be returned to England. Mr. 

Pisa would not yield, and the British Gov- 
ernment refused to surrender some other 

prisoners. The bid treaty was thereupon 
abandoned, and the work of getting up a new 
one begun. The British Government ap- 
pointed a Commission—consisting of Chief- 
Justice Cocxsurgn and four other Judges, 

Lord Ssuizornz, ex-Lord Chancellor; Bir 
JaMEs STEPHENS, author of the new criminal 
code of England; Str Vernon Harcovarr, 

and other eminent statesmen—to consider the 
subject of extradition generally. The Com- 
missioners, eleven in number, have made an 

unanimous report, in which they advise a 
complete revision of the law of extradition, 

and an abandonment of the British doctrine 
and practice on the question. The report 
reaches the following conclusions: 


Fivet—The extradition of fugitive criminais is 
founded on atwofold motive: 

1. That it is tae common interest of mankind 

that offenses against beben and property, offenses 
which militate against the general well being of 
society, should be repressed by punishment. as 
the means ef deterring others from committing, as 
well as deterring the criminal himself from repeat- 
ing the offense, ae also of disabling the offender. 
either permanentiy or temporarily, from further 
crime. 
2. That it is to the interest of the State into 
whose territory the criminal hes come that be shall 
not remain at large therein. inasmuch as from his 
past conduct uu may ceasonably be anticipated that, 
if opportunity offers, he will again ve guilty of 
crime. 2 State can desire that ite territory 
should beCome a place of refuge forthe maiefac- 
tors of other countries. It u obviously ite interest 
to get rid of them. 

Second—With referenee to both the prineiples 
to which we have adverted, it is obviously imma- 
terial whether the fugitive criminal isa sub‘ect of 
the State — — bie surrender ora subject of 
the country from which he is claimed. The matter 
is not, however, altogethor free from diffica!ty, 
and in most of the existing treaties a stipulation is 
contained that a fugitive criminal, if a subject of 
the State in which he is found, ehall not be sur- 
reudered in respect toa crime committed in the 
other State. 

On tne whole, we ate of the opinion that the 
stipulation in question is unnecessary and inexpe- 
dient, and we recommend that it should be omit- 
ted in future treaties, and that endeavorashould be 
made to have the existing treaties modifed in this

These points are all argued with clearness 
and ability, furnishing another evidence of 
the great progress made im England in sweep- 
ng away the vast amount of useless form and 
ceremony, precaution, delay, and technicality 
which has grown to be an abuse in the legal 


procedure for the punishment of crime, and 
all of which pertains to the criminal law in 


this country to the present day. 

This scheme of extradition is an eminently 
practical one. It abolishes the harboring of 
criminals, and recognizes that the riddance 
of criminals from other countries ought to be 
rigidly enforced, for the protection of society 
as well as for the punishment of crime. 
When it will avail a criminal nothing to fly 
from his own country and be liable to arrest 
wherever he may go, and be promptly sent 
back without any proof of his guilt beyond 
the official requisition, there will be little 
advantage in flight. His crime will follow 
him, and other countries, treating him as an 
undesirable acquisition, will promptly and 
rigorously order his return and delivery to 
the scene of his crime. . 

The treaty with Great Britain for the ex- 
tradition of criminals was framed in 1842, 
thirty-six years ago, and was confined to a 
limited number of ~crimes. Since then the 
number of crimes has largely increased, 
some of which were wholly ynknown in 
1842, and are not incl by name in the 
treaty of that year. One the most com- 
mon crimes of to-day is that of official em- 
bezzlement, for which the treaty made no 
provision, end, as a consequence, Canada, 
which can be reached in a few hours, offers 
a safe asylum for all the public thieves and 
robbers of the United States. The of- 
fenses for which persons may be demanded 
of Canada are only those named in the 
treaty of 1842, and even in these cases there 
is always a strong popular and judicial 
prejudice in Canada against the, surrender 
of the fugitives. The associates and part- 
ners of Tweep all found hospitable 
welcome and protection in Canada; and the 
Dominion has of late years received a large 
addition to its population in the persons of 
absconding American County and City Treas- 
urera, Collectors, Cashiers, Tellers, and other 
persons intrusted with corporate and mu- 
nicipal funds. These people are not regard- 
ed as criminals in Canada; they are in some 
way regarded as political offenders entitled to 
a safe asylum,—robbing the public being in 
some way considered in Canada as a mere 
assault upon the Government, and not in 
any way infamous. 

The advaneed and wisely practical views of 
the English Commission throw discredit on 
the Canadian policy of making that country 
a harbor and refuge for swindlers and pecu- 
lators; the Commission takes the ground 
that fugitive criminals are not deserving of 
asylum, because they are dangerous to soci- 
ety in the land where they take up their 
residence, and because the general interests 
of all countries demand that crime 
should be punished wherever committed. 
On the principles so unitedly recommended 
by the English Commission, there will be no 
difficulty in reaching an amicable arrange- 
ment with the United States for the extra- 
dition of fugitive criminals, and such a treaty, 
once adopted by Great Britain and the United 
States, will, in all probability, be adopted by 
all other countries. It is probable, therefore, 
that a new extradition treaty will be made 
with Great Britain, including Canada, and be 
laid before the Senate in December next for 
ratification. 


PROPOSED REPEAL OF THE CORNER RULE 
About three years ago the Chicago Board 
of Trade made certain changes in its rules, 
the object being to prevent the recurrence 
of corners in produce, which had previously 
been quite frequent. Sirice then the corner, 
in the old-fashioned senge of the word, has 
been unknown. The change referred to 
cured the disease complained of, and the 
occupation of the cornerer is no more. 

More than one effort has been made, how- 
ever, to repeal the corner rule,” and one 
such is now pending. The feeling on both 
sides of the question is very strong. There 
are quite few who do not believe that the 
corners of the past were an almost unquali. 
fiedevil; but it isa mooted question whether 
or not the remedy is worse than the disease 
which it is admitted to have cured. 

It is claimed by the advocates of *‘ repeal ” 
that the present rules encourage short sell- 
ing by taking away from the bears the fear 
of being cornered, and that the inevitable 
result is lower prices than would obtain if 
the restriction were removed. It is admit- 
ted that in disputed cases thus far the rule 
has generally been construed in favor of the 
buyer, but its opponents claim that the 
workings of the Board under it are still un- 
fair to the purchaser for future delivery, as 
he is obliged to accept the property when 


tendered, while the seller is not compelled 


to deliver it. 

There is little room for doubt that the 
trading of the Board under the rule is one- 
sided, the risk of the buyer being greater 
than that of the seller. Chicago is the 
greatest primary grain-market in the world, 
and the course of prices here naturally af- 
fects quotations ip Liverpool, New York, 
and other cities. If the bears here were certain 


that they would be obliged to buy iu this mar- 


ket, without reference to quotations elsewhere, 
all that they sell hero before owning it, they 
would have a wholesome fear before their 
eyes, especially after some of the bitter expe- 
riences of the past. But they sell ad ditum 
when they know that settlement may be 
made on the basis of shipping value.” 
The. market here declines under their free 
offerings of produce they do not own. 
The fact is telegraphed all over 
the civilized world, and New York 
and Liverpool decline in sympathy ; 
traders there are not apt te bid more than 
the price at which they think the property 
can be sent tothem. The weakness on the 
seaboard farnishes af additional incentive to 
short selling here, and 26 the ball goes on. 
The bears depress the standard by which the 
measure of damages here is determined, and 
have so much of advantage over the other 
party to the transaction. | 

It may be argued that this is an unfair 
statement of the case. Unfair or not, it is a 
very mild statement of the vie vs entertained 
by a large majority of the parties who trade 
in produce in this city in person or by proxy.

almost- always entail loss upon the parties 
who conduct them; and that the point is 
now so well established that no would be in- 
sane enough to attempt to run another. 
However much this may be doubted, it 
seems only fair that a man should be obliged 
to live up to the terms of a contract which 
he has made of his own free will. Or, at 
least, if this be not possible, then the buyer 
of property should be equally free to refuse 
to receive, as the seller is to decline to deliv- 
er it. 

The Constitution of the State of Illinois 
provides for a Supreme Court, to consist of 
seven Judges, one to be elected in each of 
seven districta; the present Grand Divisions 
(three in number) shall be preserved until 
otherwise provided by law.” It also provides 
that terms of the Supreme Court shall con- 
tinue to be held in the present Grand Divis- 
ions at the several places provided for hold- 
ing the same; but it is added, The judicial 
divisions may be altered, increased or di- 
minished in number, and the times and 
places of holding said Court may be changed 
by law.” At present the Court holds one 
term at Springfield in January, one at Mount 
Vernon in June, and one at Ottawa in Sep- 
tember. Cases go up to the Supreme Court 
at these terms by geographical divisions. 
The Court is peripatetic; it migrates, much 
to the inconvenience of the Bar and of the 
Judges, and for the mere purpose of having 
two extra Clerks, and for such profit as may 
fall to thd hotel-keepers at the extra terms, 
The whole stibject »% within the control of 
the Legislature, and the Legislature should 
abolish the requirements to hold terms 
of the Supreme Court at Ottawa and 
Mount Vernon, and have the Court sit and 
transact all its business at Springfield, the 
State Capital. The State has now a Capitol 
on which over three millions of dollars have 
been expended, and which will require an- 
other million of dollars to complete. Cer- 
tainly there ought to be room enough in that 
building to furnish the Court with sufficient 
and permanent quarters, where all its busi- 
ness can be transacted. The seat of the 
State Government is not only the proper 
and appropriate place for the sessions of the 
Court, but it is more convenient for the Bar, 
and for litigants in Mount Vernon and Otta- 
wa Divisions, than is either of those places. 
We have now the Appellate Courts, meeting 
in the several local districts, to attend to 
local appeals, and the Supreme Court may 
wisely be given a permanent location at the 
State Oapital.

Well, 
$3$00,000,090 of it stand to the credit of 1,500,000 
depositors in savings banks throughout the 
United States; 8900, 000, 000 stand to the credit 
of 600,000 depositors in National Banks; half 
as much stand to the credit of 300,000 de- 
positors in other banks, and then a great deal 
of money is in the pockets of the people, and 
not deposited in any bank. The wealth of the 
tens of thousands who haye failed 
since the panic has passed into the 
hands of their creditors whom they owed, 
has been consumed in litigation and lawyers’ 
fees, and a vast deal of it bas disappeared inthe 
shrinkage of values. Some persons seem to 
be adding to their possessions at an incredible 
rate.“ by having to bid in their debtors’ mort- 
gaged property to gatisfy their claims, much 
against their wishes, as nine times out olf ten 
they would greatly prefer the money due them.

— The particulars of 8 
murderous assault which took place at the Pen- 
itentiary last Tuesday afternoon bave just been 
learned, It seems that a convict in the marble 
shop named John Harris assauited George Fer- 
guson, a fellow-convict, with a hammer, breaking 
his skull in several plaees, and inflicting 
injuries which are likely to result fatally. 
Harris is the marble-shop runner, and had ne 
Other provocation for the assault than that 
Ferguson, when done drinking of the water 
which Harris banded around, would throw what 
remained in the dipper on him. Harris bad 
told several prisoners, as he was passing around 
water, that he was going to kill Ferguson. 
Harris first went to where Ferguson was 
working, struck bim a blow that knocked him 
senseless, and, alter knocking him down, dealt 
him two more blows, each breaking the skull,

New York, July 5.—The World says that the 
billiard match between Jacob Schaefer, of Chi- 
cago, and William Sexton, of this city, which 
all lovers of the game have been awaiting with 
interest, is off on account of Schaefer’s failing 
to comply with the terms of the match. 
The parties had deposited $1,000 a piece with 
Mr. E. A. Buek, editor of the Spirit of the 
Times, as half-forfeit, and the balance of the 
stake was to be put up July 1. Ou the after- 
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noon of that day Sexton deposited 
his second thousand. Mr. Buck did 
not reeeive Schaefer’s deposit, but o 


the following day about noon he received a dis- 
patch from Moses Bensinger, of Chicago, ask- 
ing if he had received the $1,000 telegraphed 
bim the previous day. He replied that he had 
not, but soon after he received a check 
for $1,000 from. the Central National 
Bank of this city, with a note saying 
they had been instructed by telegraph from 
Chicago to hand him that amount on account of 
the Sexton-Schaefer match. Sexton knew noth- 
lag of this delay, but supposed that the other 
side had fulfilled the @Zreement, until he saw 
the facts explained in to-day’s Spirit, He 
at onte went to Mr. Buck and 
claimed the forfeit, which was paid him. 
He then sent a dispatch to the J. M. Brunswick 
& Balke Company, Chicago, offering to make 
a new match for $2,000 or $8,000 a side on the 
same conditions and dates. It is believed here 
that some arrangement whereby the match will 
be played as originally intended will be made in 
a few days. 


THE FACTS IM THB CASE. 

The ſuformation conveyed in the above dis- 
patch will occasion general regret among lovers 
of billiards, who were looking forward with 
great interest to the forthcoming contest be- 
tween Sexton and Schaefer. The facts a4 to 
the falling through of the match will, when 
fully known, hardly justify Sexton in taking 
advantage of an accidentai failure of his op- 
ponent to come within the requirements of the 
agreement regarding the final deposit. Mr. 
Bensinger, of the J. M. Brunswick & Balke 


Company, the backers of Schaefer, ib a 
business man, and in no sense’ a 
sporting man, and, mindful of this die- 


ability upon his own part to properly hook 
after the interests of Shaeler, had iutrust- 
ed Frank Parker, an experienced maten- 
maker and match-player, with the charge of all 
preliminaries, and with the responsibility of at- 
tending tothe final deposit of $1,000, which, 
technically, shoula have been in the bands of 
the stakeboider ou Monday, July 1. The deposit 
would have been attended to beyond a doubt 
but for a serious accident which befell Parker 
last Friday. While at Elizabeth. N. J., upon 
business connected with the Cbicago house, 
Parker was crossing the railroad tracks at that 
place, when he was knocked down and badly in- 
jured by a locomotive. It was not know to 
the J. M. Brunswick & Balke people in this city 
until last Monday afternoon, after banking 
hours, that Parker had been so seriousiy injured 
as to confine him to his bed in the hotel at Bliz- 
abeth. Bensinger, trusting entirely te Parker, 
had not charged his mind about the final de- 
posit, and when he learned of the full nature 
ana extent of Parker's misfortune it was too 
late to reach the stakeholder on Monday, and 
accordingly the mouey could not be deposited 
until Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock, at which 
hour it reached the hands of Mr. Buck, the 
stakeholder, who immediately remitted a re- 
ceipt for the amount.

Bensinger immediately telegraphed Sexton, 
stating the unfortunate circumstances which 
caused the delay, and appealing to his honor 
and fairness not to take advantage of the slid,

The Aaitroad Gazette comments on the above 
as follows: 


The Lake Shore dividend for the first half of 1878 
is only 1 per cent, or half of what it has been uasu- 
ally for a few J and. in view of the favorable 
statement made in the annual report of the first 

uarter’s earnings, it is doubtless disappointing. 

ut the net esruines of the first half-year, though 
small. are 24 per cent greater than last year, and 
but littie less than in 1876; As we have shown 
elsewhere, they were exceptionally small in the 
se¢ond quarter, the results of the first quarter not 
being maintained. But as they stood. the net 
earnings, after providing for ali fixed charges, 
were at the rate of just 1 per cent on the stock. 
But $280, 000 have been absorbed in payments for 
additions to the prope-ty, —destrable additions, 
too, which will be indirec . if not directly, pro- 
duetive, —and $70, 000 for the Ashtabula accident, 
ana this leaves a very narrow margin of surplus 
over the 1 per cent dividend. The results shown 
from the workinz of the half-year, and especially of 
the second quarter, are very interesting, as this is 
a typical road, and may be taken to represent the 
whole class of carriers whose business is largely 
the transportation of freight from the Northwest 
to the Atlantic ports. It shows plainly that the 
roads have been accepting too low rates recently. 
By the Lake Shore's statement for the first quarter, 
it appeared that it had earned $3,590,874 at an 
expense of $2, 056, 947, or about 57 per cent. Now. 
for the second quarter It has earned $3,072. 444 at 
an expense of $1,105,258, or about 65 per cent, 
this on the assumption that $240,000 of the op- 
erating expenses and taxes’’ reported for the first 
half of this year have been taxes, which has been 
the portional amount for tbe period very near- 
ly, 28 years past. It is true that expenses are 
not likely to be evenly divided among the different 
quarters of the year, but it is true also that the in- 
crease in the percentage of expenses from 57 to U5 
per cent must have been chiefly aue to the lower 
rates received on through East-bofind tramc. 


VANDERBILT'S AMBITION. 

The information contained in Tas Triscye 
of the 4th that Vanderbilt had called a meeting 
of the managers of his roads and those af his 
Western connections to be held at Saratoga 
next week, has caused much uneasivess in rail- 
road circles, This latest movement is consid- 
ered as boding no gogd to the railroads not 
frienaly to the Vanderbilt interest. The meet- 
ing is to be held Tuesday, and as far as can be 
learoed there have been ipvited to be present, 
besides the roads owned or controlled by Van- 
derbilt, the Grand Trunk, Great Western, At- 
lantic & Great Western, Waossh, aod 
Chicago & Alton, and a few others. 
Whether ail of these roads will accept 
the invitation to be present at the meeting has 
not yet transpired, but there is a probability 
that the two Canada roads will prefer to stay 
at home, for fear that they might be inveigied 
into some sort of trap. There ean be but little 
doubt that the principal aim of Vanderbilt is to 
firmly grasp ali the territory east of Chicago, 
and make such arrapgements at the Saratoga 
meeting with all of his Westerv connections as 
will present Col. Scott or Mr. Garrett from put- 
ting obstacles in his way to becoming the rail- 
way dictator of this country. If he succeeds at 


Saratoga in carrying out his plans, 
then Col. Scott and Mr. Garrett will 
be simply notified that he is ready 


for that pooling arrangement of which he has 
talked so much lately, and be will dictate terms 
to them. These terms will undoubtedly be of 
such a nature as to make Scott and Garrett 


squirm. But they will bave no other aiterna- | 
tive than to accept bis conditions or go to — ö 


and Vanderbilt seems te be sure that they wil 

not be able, in their present condition, to take 
the latter course. Yet there is every indication 
that Scott and Garrett will fight rather than 
allow chemselves to be placed under the dicta- 
torship of Vanderbilt, and accept terms inimical 
to the interests of their roads. Tue are be- 
lieved to be as strong: financially as Vanderbilt 

and the latter is mereiv trving to play a game o 

biuff in order to extricate himsel! from finapeial 
troubles. It is an undisputed tact that his re- 
cent acquisitions were paid for with money bor- 
rowed for that purpose in Europe.

A SUBSCRIPTION-BOOK PUBLISHER IN TROUBLE. 

Joseph M. Stoddard, a weil-known publisher and 
bookseller in Philadelphia, yesterday filed a bi!) in 
the United States Circuit Court against Moses 
Warren, a subecription-book publisher here, 
to prevent him from using a certain suvseription- 
list. Complainant states that in February, 1877, 
Warren entered into an agreement to canvass the 
States of Illinois, Iowa, Miclfigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, and Dakota for his (Stoddard's) edi- 
tion of the Eneyclopedia Britannica.” Under 
tnis contract Warren obtained nearly 1,700 sub- 
scriptions, worth $26,000, and copies.of the work 
were furnished him for dietribution as wanted, 
Within ashort time, however, Warren has accept- 
ed the agency of the original English edition 
of . the work, and has deen sending 
word to his old subscribers that he would supply 
them with tne original edition instead of the 
imitation. Complainant charges that thie sub- 
scription-list is his property; that he will be great- 
lv daroaged if Warren is allowed to use it as he 
threatens; and he asks that he may be enjoined 
from appropriating the list, and may be compelled 
to surrender it.

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The Schooner James D. Sawyer 
Badly Damaged by Fire. 


Brave Tugmen Save a Drowning Woman, the 
Payette in Port, Nautical Netes, tt. 


BURNING OF THE SCHOONER SAW- 
YER. 

The shipping in Chicago harbor has enjoyed 8 
long immunity from fre since the great blaze of 
1871, but quite a serious nautical fire occurred 
yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock on board of the 
three-masted schr James D. Sawyer, lying in ordi- 
nary at the head pf [Illinois Central Slip 
,“ alongside the coal-dock. The ves- 
sel was damaged to the extent of $4. 000, 
as near as could be estimated yesterday, ge the 
loss is amply covered by insurance in Buffalo, 
whete the owner of the vessel, John Green, lives. 

The boiling over of a kettle of tar, which Capt. 
John Baxter and the Mate, Bernard McGovern, 
had been using during the forenoon to cover over 


the déck, caused the fire, which was accidental, for 
neither of the men were close by it at the moment, 
and, notwitbsianding they made a brave fight to 
quench the fire, and Capt. Baxter had his feet and 
hands severely burned in the attempt, and was 
subsequently co lied to beat a retreat 
and jump from the stern of the craft into 
the slip, the flames spread with great 
rapidity, and soon enveloped the whole deck 
from stem to stern. The inflammable tar that had 
been poured into the deck seams was the cause of 
the rapid headway made by the flames, which were 
fanned bya fair breeze ard kindled 7 several 
thousands of yards of canvas. The tar-kettie 
was close to the  foremast, and the 
fire soon enveloped the foresail, foreboom, and 
foregaff, and made short work of them. Thence 
it spread along toe deck and bulwarks toward the 
stern, enveloping in its progress the forecastic, 
mainmast, mainsail, main boom and gail, and 
a cabin and mizzen mast, boom, sail, and gaff. 
All the running gear fore and aft was licked up by 
the flames, which also shot up the tall spars and 
destroyed the foregaff topsail. the maingaff top- 
gail, and the squaresaii and raffe. 

The tuge Ingram, Cavt. Muzzy, Constitution, 
Capt. Blew, McClellan, Capt. Driecoll, and the 
Eustaphieve and Edwards were soon at the scene 
of the fire, and aad their small streams pilaving 
upon it. The alarm was given from Box 12, locat- 
ed at Elevator ‘*B.” close by the burning 
schooner, and the Fire Department promptly 
responded, and several powerful streams were 
brought to bear and extinguished the dre in a short 
time. Some difficulty was experienced in getting 
the streams up the croes-trees of the foremast, 
where.the fire burned lively for a time, but the 
firemen aid their work well, and finally succeeded 
in wetting evervthing down, and leav- 
ing only a biackened and charred mass 
of ropes, sails, rigging, masts, bulwarks. 
deck-plank, forecastle, and cabin. The fire had 
eaten into the spare and plank so much that it is 
probable the fore and main masts will have to 
come out, and a new deck be laid. Ail the sails 
but the mizzengaff topsail and the jibe were de- 
stroyed. The tire did not extend into the held. 
but made sad havoc with the intefior 
of the cabin and the furniture and 
effccts therein. Capt. Baxter and Mate McGovern, 
and the cook were the only persons on board the 
vessel at the time of the fire, and lost some of their 
clothing. 

While at work at the fire Engine No. 13 burst 
her air-chamber, which caused a commotion 
among the multitude of people who had gathered 
abont to see the bürning vessel. No serious dam- 
age was done, and no one was hert. 

Capt. Baxter was able tame about shortiy after 
the fire was extinguished, and set about clearing up 
the debris. He informed a Tuieune reporter that 
Mr. Green wae insured, but could not state the 
amount. Tne Sawyer has been lying in C slip 
for avout ten days, waiting for freights to im- 


prove. 


The schre 8. V. R. Watson and American Union 
were lying close by the burned vessel at the time 
of the fire. and also the tug Triad and several 
yachts, but they all escaped damage. 

The Sawyer is au A 2 vessel, of 687 tons burden, 
and was built by F. N. Jones, in 1871, at Buffaio. 
She is valued at $25,500. A new outfit was placed 
on ber, and extensive repairs made in 1875. 

Capt. Baxter will await advices from Mr. Green 
in regard to repairs.

AN HEROIC AUT, 

Capt. Gorman, of the tug Mary McLane, and 
his men are entrtled to much credit for their 
efforts to save life. It was only last fall that Gor- 
man rescued a man frum being swept off the North 
Pier by an unoeualiy heavy sea, and that at 
the risk of his own life. This time it 


is a deck-hand and the fireman, John 
Gilmore and Jacob Reitz, respectively, and to 
them a woman owee her life. About 6 o'clock last 
evening while the McLane was passing Van Buren 
street bridge. a woman about 35 years of age. 
Whose name was not ascertained, deliberately 
walked off the West Side approach to the 
bridge into the river, falling a distance of about 
thirty fect. She disappeared beneath the surface 
of tae water and arose in a moment afterward, but 
her hands and arms only were visibie, Capt. Gor- 
man took in the situation at once, and backed his 
tug toward the drowning woman. He had 
no sooner done sothan John Gilmore plunged 
overboard and swam tothe woman, but the back- 
ing of the tug retarded his speedy progress.

AND ITS AFFECTION FOR MR. DERICKSON. 

Asa dog, having done wrong, shows its clumsy 
sorrow by putting its muddy paws beseechingly 
on its master’s clean clothes, so many a man, hav- 
ing injured another, and repenting of his misdeeds, 
seeks to make amends by hanging around the ag- 
grieved person, and seeking to do him a favor, but 
in such an awkward way that the intended kind- 
ness is more disagreeable than theinjury. For 
many months the Tauss has been attacking Mr. 
R. P. Derickson, a well-known citizen of Chicago. 
It has been speaking of him as the *‘ antiquated 
fuse-and-featners called Derickson, as an ‘‘ eco- 
nowic blockhead,” as a man witha ‘‘wobbling in- 
tellect. and asa person with ‘‘crade, ill-consid- 
ered, and ignorant vagaries." But within a week 
it has been smitten with remorse for these cruel 
words, and has sought to bring forth fruits meet 
for repentance by taking special charge of Mr. 
Derrickson, by watching him with a fa- 
ther's love, by leading him into green 
pastures and shepherding him with constant 
care. It is busied just now in defending him from 
the alleged wiles of a certain widow, who, it says, 
was making assaults on Mr. Derickson's virtue, — 
was attacking the citadel of his heart and the fort- 
rese of his purse. Thisisa little too much zeal, 
and it bas mortified Mr. D. excessively. He does 
not love to have the Jisnes rush up to him, stand 
in front of bim, and cry out in its 15,000 voices: 
Go away. you bad woman. You shan't come 
near Mr. Derickson. e is weak and you are bold. 
lam his guardian angel. Over my body lies the 
way to his pocket. Ou keep away with your 
naughty letters and your appointments.” And 
then to Mr. Dericksoa: ** Don't be afraid of her. 
I will protect you; I will vindicate you. Come 
rest on (this dosom. and don't trouble so, my 
own.” 

Mr. Derickson is a man of shrewdness and com- 
mon-sense. He knows the ways of the worid, and 
is not to be caught with cheap bird-lime, or even 
da white wench's black eye.” Ide has any 
complaints against Superintendent Hickey or 
Mayor Heath. he will go to them and tell his 
story. But, as far as can be understood, he does 
not want the Times to show its sorrow for having 
slandered him, in such a, peculiar way. Mr. 
Derickson is of the impression that be knows 
quite as much as Heath or Hickey, that he is not 
as easily taken in as the mes seeks to make peo- 
ple believe, and that the entire Police Department 
could not put ups joo on him if it wanted to. 
it is not improbabie that the ines is a little 
doubtful as to the strength of ite own virtue under 
temptation, and henee fears for Derickson.

The truth probably is, that the Times is not ein-

the facts in which are “briefly these: Mr. Derick- 
son went down to Chambersburg for the purpose of 
doing what he could for a young man by the name 
of Weeks, who was in jail there charged with bank- 
robbery. According to the statements of the 
Chambersburg people, he didn't call on Weeks at 
all, but made All his visits to Weeks’ brother-in- 
law, Clermont, who wae the principal in the rob- 
bery. Just after Mr. D. left, Clermont escaped, 
and the Chambersburg papers said Dericxson 
helped him. After Mr. Derickson's return to this 
city he told the police authorities of 
all thie, and said he wanted Clermont 
caught, especially since his running away would 
mage it all the harder for young Weeks. The 
next day there appeared in Tux Tanin an inter- 
view with Mr. Derickson, in which it was stated 
that Clermont had snown himself to him on the 
train coming west from Chambersburg, and had 
threatened to kill him if he said a word. It was 
also stated that Clermont had told Mr. Deriekson 

that, while in Chicago, he had gotten along with 
Rehm and Hickey by paying them 10 per cent. 
Upon seeing this last statement, Mayor Heath gave 
immediate girections to the Superintendent to ar- 
rest Clermont if possible, in order tnat there 
might be an investigation of this charge against 
the Chicago Police Department. Mr. Derick- 
son was appealed to to aid in the ar- 
rest of Clermont, especially because of the 
suspicious circumstances connected with Cler- 
mont's escape, and this meeting with him on the 
train. At first he agreed to do so, but subsequent- 
ly declined to have anything to do with the case, 
stating that he would not help catch him. Arela- 
tive of Clermont's was agreat iriendof Mr. Derick- 
son. It was thought by the police that Ciermont, 
who was known to be in the West, would go to her 
house. This relative rented furnished rooms. It 
was desired Ao get into her house Mrs. Johnson, 
a detectiye in the employ of the Police Department, 
8 of irreproachabdie character and of great 
shrewdness in her business. It is nut easy for a 
woman without a husband to rent a furnished 
room ‘everywhere. It would not have 
answered to have sent her to thie relative 
with ag indorsement from the Superintendent of 
Police or the Mavor of the City of hicago. It was 
desired to get an indorsement fér ber from Mr. 
Derickson. Armed with that, she could have 
secured a room in this house, and been in a posi- 
tion to watch for Clermont when he e there. 
Inis was the object of the writing of those notes 
to Mr. Derickson. Mra. Johnson, whose employ- 
ment was unknown to him, is the widow of a man 
who had been in the same business as himself, —a 
man whom he had known during his lifetime. It 
was believed that sue would be able, through these 
circumstances, to secure this recommendation 
from Mr. Derickson, and to get within the house 
which was the subject of attack. The scheme 
failed, but Clermont was secured in a way 
which it is unnecessary here to state. He 
was returned to Pennsylvania, and is now 


in Allegheny Prison. Qwing to the excitement 
wing out of Clermont’s escape, 7 
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After Clermont's arrest, he was asked by various 
reporters whether he had stated to Mr. Derickson 
that he was in the u of paying 10 per cent for 
protection from Rehm and Hickey. He denied 
that he had ever said anything of the sort, but of 
course the word of a feloa is not to be taken.

THE NEWTOWN. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cureaco, July 5.—In Tus Trisunse of June 241 
noticed a communication headed The Newtown 
Insurance Swindle,” signed Veritas. Among 
other misstatements I noted the following: 

»The Newfown never complied with the laws 
of any insurance department.” 

This is notoriously untrue; in confirmation of 
which i would refer you, and any of the readers of 
Tas Tue. to page 84 of the Fifth Annual 
Report of J. M. Forster, the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of the State ef Pennsylvania, issued March 
28, 1878, in which the condition of its assets are” 
roported.

A MODEL HOUSE. 


Something About Chicago Enterprise. 

“Do you see that white front over there!“ 
said a gentleman toa Tum reporter as he 
was going down Lake street yesterday. 

“Yes, sir; what of it?’ answered the news- 
gatherer. ö 5 

‘Well, m there you'll get a good item if 
you'll take the pains to look through. It’s the 
biggest thing in its line in the West.” 

The place alludedto is Nos. 71 and 78 Lake 
street, near State,on the south side of the 
street. It is a huge five-story white-painted 
stone-front building 44 by 175 feet, from which 
hangs over the street a huge biank-book. Here 
is where the firm of Cameron, Amberg & Co., 
the well-known stationery and printing house, 
is now located. They passed through a third 
fire ordeaion the 26th of February last, as it 
will be remembered, at 84 Lake street, nearly 
opposite. Since then they have rebuilt them- 
selves, as and have started 
on a scale grand only in proportion 
to their meer ae | increasing business, 
and to-day it is probably the largest and best- 
appointed stationery house in the world, with 
the most complete printing and blank-book- 
making facilities. After the reporter bad eu- 
tered, he introduced himself to Mr. Amberg, 
and that gentleman took him over the premises. 
A casual glance through the building can hardly 
give a fair idea of the magnitude of the concern 
and its immense manufacturing facilities. The 
basement is taken up, in the rear portion, with 
a sixty-horse power engine, which is set upon as 
fine a single-stone foundation as was ever laid 
in this country. It was made bythe Bass 
Foundry and Machine Works. The boilers are 
of the latest improved pattern, being each of 
forty-horse power capacity. The front of the 
basement is used for storage. 

On the main floor is the store, 44 by 175 feet. 
It is lined on either side by counters, and in the 
west centre is the office. In the front are 
elaborate show-cases, containing a varied 
selection of fine and elegant stationery. The 
great feature of the store is the h 
galleries on either side, supported from the 
celling, which pass along vast shelvings filled 
with all manner of goods peculiar to the line of 
the house. Just in rear of the office are 
three mammoth bank-vaults, with all the 
modern improvements for holding electro- 
typed plates, etc., and the protection of 
any records which might be left 
in the hands of the firm to be bound. In the 
rear of the store isa stock of envelopes, con- 
sisting of some 4,000,000, of all qualities and 
sizes, from the smallest drug and largest Gov- 
ernment. The office, which is 13 by 70 feet, is 
ot black-walnut entirely, while the galleries are 
tastefully set off in olled ash and walnut. The 
shelving is filled with the completest king of a 
stock of blank-books and commercial stationery, 
the vblank-book stock alone taking up 160 feet 
in length of shelving. The front is to be orna- 
mented with a tastily-designed ink-rack; while 
the full-length counters are made of ash, all of 
which tend to give the store a neat, clean, and 
very inviting appearance. The building is sup- 
plied with a large elevator, and plenty of con- 
trivances for extinguishing fires, as well as the 
mercurial fire-alarm, which runs all through the 
building. 

„We will now go up-stairs,” said Mr. Am- 
berg, and the reporter followed. The front por- 
tion of the second floor ts devoted to cabiuets of 
the Amberg patent self-indexing letter-files, 
which have become so famous throughout the 
world, aud which the firm of Cameron, Amberg 
& Co. sell bere, and their London and New 
York agencies, from whence they go to all parts 
ef the world. These cabinets are all in black 
walnut, done up in sixty different styles and 
sizes, and can be made to produce any result 
required for any kind of business. The balance 
of the floor is used for flat papers, of which the 
stock is extraordinarily large and complete. 

Now is heard the busy hum of industry. We 
ascend to the third floor, and we find ourselves 
in the mechanical department. In the rear por- 
tion of this floor are eighteen presses in con- 
stant motion.. Think of it, eighteen presses! 
from the smallest card“ tothe “‘two-revolu- 
tion Hoe press, the latest thing of the kind 
out, and the only one in the West,—the fourth 
ever built. The smaller presses are all of the 
„Peerless make. 

“Hold on,” says Mr. Amberg, “look at 
this.“ 

It looks like a little ordinary press, but upon 
careful examination it is found to be an auto- 
matic seif-feeding envelope-printing machine, 
capable of turning out 80,000 a day. It is the 
only one of the kind in the West and very 
ingeniously constructed. There is also a very 
fast little Allen envelope press, which runs off 
40,000 printed envelopes a day. The most at- 
tractive feature of the room, as well as most 
interesting, is the long line of cylinder presses. 
With one exception they are of the famous 
Hoe make. Thev all run with remarkable ease 
and comparative quiet, and one can hear 
another talk easily in the room while the presses 
are running. All of them were made ex- 
pressly for this ho and contain all tue 
latest improvements. When the reporter went 
through, the firm was making a reprint of the 
New England or Essex Chronicle and 
Gazette, of Nov. 30, 1775,—aen = exact 
counterpart of that ancient sheet, ith 
all its Revolutionary War news. Then there 
are specimens of some excellent color-work 
lying about, including a map in five colors, 
which was being printed on a Hoe cylinder, and 
which showed olf its perfection of register. 
The map was for the Rock Island route, and is 
printed from cuts. It is a map of the worid, 
and seems remarkably perfect. 

Then there is Cottrell & Babcock stop-cylin- 
der press, upon which the Great Western Tyve 
Foundry was having a specimen-book printed. 
The work is finely brought out on this, and the 
press is intended for book and fine cut work. 
The firm doa large amount of railroad work, 
which is a great specialty with them, plain and 
in colors. The front portion of the third floor 
is occupied by the compositors and their 
cases. The type is all new—every font 
of it. It its of the latest and new- 
est designs, and the different kinds number 
1,682,—think of 1,632 different styles of type! 
to which later designs are daily added. As 
showing the magnitude of the concern, the firm 
employ over 100 hands in their printing office 
and bindery alone. 

We come now to the fourth floor, where the 
firm have their bindery. It contains the largest 
paper-cutting machine in the West, built by 
George H. Sanborn, New York: There are six 
ruling machines at work on blank-books, etc. 
The front is occupied by tables at which girls 
are busy sorting, folding, paging, and sewing 
books. There are fifteen girls enzaged at this 
work, and they are very expert at it. The fifth 
floor is used wholly for storage and surplus 
stock.

not been for the deadeuing effect of use 
and tradition, no demonstration would 
bave been needed. Nothing seems clearer, 
after it has been pointed out, than the fact that 
the chief end of education is to acquire Knowl- 
edge; and that the kuowledge to be acquired 
d be useful, and that the nearest know!l- 
edge is likely to be the most useful. If we can 
accept Herbert Spencer’s statement, that the 
function of education is to teach us how to 
live, there can be no difficulty in advancing to 
the position that knowledge of the forces and 
dbjects in and about us is the most important 
of education. But it does not follow that 
this knowledge should be accuired in the order 
of its absolute importance. The order of ease 
in acquiring and the order of dependence may 
' iu some instances supersede the other. Thus we 
. can conceive of no knowledge more important 
than the Knowledge of the laws of tbe 
human mind; dus the facts of con- 
sciousness are so mingled with the instru- 
mente used in discerning and analyzing them, 
that they are the most difficult of compretien- 
sion in the whole range of study. They are 
compiex and final, whereas the facts of tne in- 
organic world, aud of the vegetable and lower 
animal kingdoms, are simple and fundamental. 
The general object of education, therefore, 
should be to acquire knowledge of the facts 
around us, beginning with the simplest. This 
principle will lead us from a study of form and 
color to examine substances, aud the modifica- 
tions of these produced by force; then to add 
the study of force itself, in all its mysterious 
~yarieties,—moetion, light, heat, electricity, and 
life; and, finally, to pass to the study of intel- 
lectual phenomena. 
Tue relative importance of studies having 
deen agreed upon, a much more important sub- 
ject remains to de considered.

things themselves. The teaching of a foren 
language so frequently fails because the science 
which treats of the facts of the language is at- 
tempted before the learner is in any way made 
familiar with the facts themselves. We agree 
with this statement of the reason why the 
teaching of mar is so often fruitiess, but 
cannot wholly accept the author’s estimate of 
the relative importance of grammar, and the 
place it should oecupy in a scheme of scientific 
education. At the same time, it is well that 
grammar, when taught, should be taught in 
accordance with the wise and intelligent system 
here marked out; and for this reason we beart- 
ly recommend the exercises to the attention of 
teachers. They are intended to be used with 
Dr. Morris’ ** English Grammar Primer,” but 
they may be used independently, or with — 
other grammar. They start without defin 

tions, but with. examples. The classifica- 
tion of the eight parts of speech is reached as 
a result of personal examination and reflection 
on the part of the stwdent. The teacher is ad- 
vised to write a sentence on the blackboard, and 
go through it, word by word, requiring the 
pupil to state what each word tells. then the 
Fupils are asked to classify the words according 
to the different messages which they convey. 
Aajectives will fall under three heads at most, 
as “words which point out names,” words 
which tell us what sort of thing. we speak of,“ 
and “ words which tell us how many things we 
speak of. So with the other parts of speech. 
They may be grouped under a few heads each, 
and, the points which each series of groups has 
in common being established, the definitions will 
be complete. It will be possible in this man- 
ner to put all the words in the language under 
twenty primary groups, which can then be 
reduced to the eight secondary classes known 
as parts of speech. The same system is pur- 
sued in the analysis of sentences. The exam- 
ples under each bead are many, and well- 
chosen. The exercises and introduction to- 
gether make a book of only 106 small pages, 
the selling price of which is 45 cents. They in- 
clude nearly everything that is necessary to the 
intelligent teaching of grammar, and are in- 
tendea for the guidance of teachers, not for use 
as text-books.

ATLANTIC ISLANDS. 

The Atlantic islands are little known, though 
each has its circle of admirers. The devotion 
which every frequent visitor to a summer- 
resort feels called upon to exhibit toward his 
favorite spot is, after all, a species of self-justi- 
fication. If the place is not so delightful as he 
represents it to be, what excuse has he for 
visiting it? He can only vindicate his reputs- 
tion for good taste by showing that, ef all the 
places within the reach of his circumstances, the 
one he has chosen is the best. One unfor- 
tumate consequence of this new religion of place- 
worship is the growth of misrepresentation. 
There are tew who have been everywhere and 
seen everything; of these not ene in a dozen. is 
competent to describe faithfully what he has 
seen, and not one in a thousand will undertake 
the task. Our knowledge of the various sum- 
mer aud health resorts outside of our own 
country is thus derived largely from prejudiced 
witnesses. We esteem it a good thing, there- 
fore, when a careful sight-seer writesa book 
about a group of pleasant places, doing justice 
to each one, and comparing their merits. Mr. 
g. G. W. Benjamin has done this in his book, 
“The Atlantic Isiands as Summer-Resorts,”’ 
which, for summer reading, leaves little in i 
way to be desired. 

Mr. Benjamin’s experience extends over a 
wide range. He has visited the Bahamas, the 
Azores, the Channel Islands, the Magdalen 
Islands, Madeira, Teneriffe, Newfoundlana, the 
Bermudas, Belle-isle-en-mer. Prince Edward 
Island. the Isles of Shoals, Cape Breton Island, 
and the isle of Wight. For health he prefers 
Madeira and Teneriffe. Their climate is drier, 
more even, and bracing than that ef any of the 
others. The Bahamas have been, in his opinion, 
everrated. He assigns Nassau a lower place 
than either Madeira or Teneriffe, because it is 
beneficial for only a part of the year, while the 
humidity of the evenings makes it imprudent 
for the confirmed invalid to expose himself 
to the night air. The social advantages 
and the attractions of the scenery also suffer 
decidedly by comparison with those offered in 
the tradsatiantic isles. Bermuda cannot be 
recommended to those suffering from pectoral 
or throat diseasés,—except perhaps for the 
spring months. The humidity, especially after 
nightfall, is the most remarkable feature of the 
climate. It is so excessive that gioves and 
cigars, and other objects liable to mildew, are 
kept in air-tight glass-cases in the shops. 
Matches are so damp sometimes that they will 
not ignite, while cigars are so saturated with 
moisture that they will not burn. The mean 
dew-point for 1875 was 63.8 degrees. The num- 
ber of days ia which rain fell was 157, and the 
total rainfall was 44.66 inches. Of Madeira, 
Mr. Benjamin writes: 

As rds the climate of Madeira, there is little 
to be said that is not in its favor, provided the in- 
valid goes there in the earlier stages of the dis- 
ease. It is beneficial to cogsumptives, and those 
troubled with rneumatism, neuralgia, and Bright's 
disease, or general exhaustion of the system. The 
objections brought against it have been largely due 
to an attempt to prop later and less-known resorts 
at the expense of those of established reputation; 
and also to the grumbling of two or three individ- 
vals of ungovernable tomper, who, failing to re- 
ceive the benefit which it was too late for them to 
receive anywhere, have reviled a resort that has 
done much good to others. 

“The climate of Teneriffe,” Mr. Benjamin 
writes, is remarkable for two features bevond 
all other regions in the Northern Hemisphere, 

uabilitv and freedom from bumidity. At 
Orotava, about 800 feet above the sea, for five 
weeks in May and Juve I saw the mercury rise 
daily, in the shade, to 72 degrees about 8 p. m. 
At night it fell to 68 degrees. Duriog that period 
I noticed no variations from these figures. The 
mean temperature of Santa Cruz in January, in 
the shade, is degrées by day, and 
67 degrees night; ditto for July, 
nd 78 degrees, respectively.” Ibe

measure from dwelling only on the tortures of 
his body. He therefore took up tne studv of a 
question in which he had long been interested, 
and made it his daily occupation to write upon 
it.

The purpose of his book is to show that well- 
authenticated cases of false sicht have arisen; 
that the key to the explanation of pseudopia, 
or faise visions, is to be found by 
studying and comprehending orthopia, or 
the process of normal vision; that sight is not 
a function ot the eye alone. but of a complex 
and delicate apparatus, of which the greater 
part is lodgea within the cranium; that, in ab- 
normal conditions, stimuli operating in the 
brain, without the prescnce of an external ob- 
ject, may excite avy of the centres of the visual 
apparatus, and set the process of vision going 
from that point; What every object making an 
impression on the brain, or visual apparatus, 
leaves an organic trace there which may 
be reproduced at aa. indetinite period 
afterwards by cerebral action; that the 
brain cells, acting under subjective stimull, 
may arrange themselves in such a way as to 
represent a vision,—that is, sight,—whbep no ex- 
ternal object corresponding to it exists; and 
that various influenees, as habit, association, at- 
tention, emotion, disease, blood-changes, aud 
volition, may put the visual apparatus ia motion 
and produce visions. The examples adduced 
by Dr. Clarke are all autheutie. any of them 
occurred in his own practice or that of his 
friends, others are recorded bv Dr. Carpenter, 
Bain, and observers of equal credit. The visions 
of ignorant people are disvarded because they are 


apt toconfuse facts witb desires or fears. Nocred- 


it is given to ghosts. Miracles are not touched 
upon. Materisiism is neither held nor rejected, 
a discussion of that nature not beeing deemed 
essential tothe main inguiry. But the excur- 
sion is, of course, on dangerous, if inviting land, 
—a region fin whfth none of the known condi- 
tions of life hold ¢ Dr. Clarke has skill- 
fully avoided forbidden topics. His treatise is 
still incomplete, but, as Dr. Holmes says, only 
afew pages would be needed to finish it, and 
these each reader may be permitted to furnish 
for himself.

EPOCHS OF ENGLISH HISTORY, 

The seventh historical hand-book reprinted 
by the Messrs. Harpers in their Half-Hour 
Series treats of England during the American 
and European Wars, from 1765 to 1820. The 
work is exceedingly well done. It divides the 
period into six parts, each forming a natural 
division of time and subject, as (1) The War 
with the American Colonies, 1765-1783; (2) Tne 
English in India, 1777-1822; (3) The Ministry 
of Pitt, 1783-1801; (4) Ireland. 1765-1800; (5) 
The European, War, 1803-1815; (6) The 
results * the War, 1815-1820. It 
was not to be expected, of course, 
that a hand-book of this descr.ption should con- 
tain much new matter even for the careless 
reader of history. The benefit is more from 
the management of the ideas, and the new light 
and shadows thrown upon them, than from 
any change of thought or substance. All that 
is told about Hastings, for instance, may be 
found iu the impeachment trial, or iu Macaulay’s 
essays, but nowhere else can it be found so con- 
cisely and plainiy put. Toe Irish 
struggle for independence has been 
described and enlarged upon in the more am- 
bitious histories many times, but in none of 
them is its cause so clearly described as in this. 
Tne temporary success of the Irish was due, 
we all know now, to the prostration of England 
resultiug from the American War and the early 
success of the French after their Revolution; 
and the act of union*was only made possible by 
the reverses of the French. So strangely have 
the fortunes of France and Ireland been 
linked together, not only on this 
occasion, but on many others! Americans 
may miss fa this epoch, perhaps, the War of 
1812, which was a big event ior America, though 
comparatively unimportant for England; but 
we can hardly find fault with the historian who 
has the magnanimity to overlook that humiliat- 


ing episode: 


ELLA’S MUSICAL SKETCHES. 

Colleetious of musical sketches and anecdotes 
are very numerous, and, as a rule, very bad. 
They are usually made upon the scrap-book 
principle, without reference to system or cor- 
rectness. The works af Tytler, Crowest, 
Phipson, and,even Busby, are full of 
errors and absurdities, growing out of 
the practice of, picking up all sorts of 
foolish and preposterous stories foating 
about as to musicians and their habits, accept- 
ing them as true, acd printing them. On this 
account it is refreshing to run across a work 
like ** Musical Sketches Abroad and at Home.“ 
by Prof. J. Ella, the well-known English musi- 
cian and echolar. It is an entertaining work 
from beginning to end, and is iilustrated quite 
profusely with citations from scores. The brief 
sketches are derived mainly from incidents com- 
ing within his own khowledge, and from expe- 
riences im musical teaching and acquaintance 
which cover a long period of time. 
There is very little that comes second- 
hand, but that little is clearly established as 
authentic. Nearly all the sketches are pointed 
with shrewd comment, and the book is filled 
with suggestions of great practical value to am- 
ateurs and students. It is issued by Schuberth

Engiand 
is to retain her present possessions, the 
Mediterranean islands, Egypt, Sheba, Dedan, 
and Iudia. Friends of Russia may well say, in 
view of this prophecy, Call you this cursing 
of your enemies?”

SPARKS OF SCIENCE, 


BHE PHENOMENON OF VISION. 

When waves of light from a visible object im- 
pinge on the retipa, there is no perception of 
the fact; the cerebrum is not conscious of the 
phenomenon. When they reach the tubercula 
quadrigemina, perception is aroused ; conscious- 
ness recognizes the approach of the vieual vibra- 
tions by which the machinery of the tubercles is 
set in motion; but there is no perception of the 
When they reach 
the angular gyri, a still higher grade of percep- 
tion is attained; the details of the visual tele- 
gram are perceived: complete vision is accom- 
plished, with a perception of its 
completeness. When the completed vision 
penetrates into the cells of the frontal 
lobes, and 1s transformed into and 
Connected with ideas, perception recognizes 
both the transformation and the intellectual 
and emutional activity to which transformation 
gives rise. Perception in the frontal lobes, 
therefore, is something more than perception 
in the angular gyri; it is sensation and intel- 
lection. 

What perception is in its essence we do not 
know, and from the nature of things it is not 
probable that the human mind ever wil! know. 
it is a vital product, but the mechanism of its 
—— is amystery; no more of a mysterv, 

owever, than many other vital products. Our 
ignorance of its nature. does not pre- 
vent our recognizing its existence, esti- 
mating its value, or determining its 
limitation’. In the hemispheres, and especially 
in the frontal lobes of the brain, it attains its 
highest development, and enjoys its largest 
range. There it becomes what Leibnitz calls 
apperception, or perception that reflects upon 
itself. This is a function of the frontal lobes. 

When light-waves from an uplifted 
fall on the retina. the eye records the fact of 
color, size, position, motion, etc., and transmits 
an account of them to the tubercula quadri- 
gemina.

THE LANGUAGE OF ANIMALS. 

That the different orders of the lower ani- 
mals have some mode or modes of commun! 
cating news, or impressions, to those of their 
own species, is a fact so well attested by obser- 
vation that few intelligent veople doubt it. 
The birds and beasts, and even the countless 
tribes of the insect, world, do convey to their 
fellows, in some way, information which causes 
them to act otherwise than they would 
do in the absence of such communication. How 
this is accomplished is a mystery which no one 
Bas yet penetrated. Some nave guessed that 
the animals have a language of their own,—we 
ought rather to say languages,—for if among 
meu there be so many different combinations of 
sound employed to cxpress the same idea, there 
must de an even more widely varied range of 
expression in the almost infinite diversity of 
structure presented by the whole animal king- 
dom. 

The question arises, May not the problem be 
solved by the phonograph? That instrument 
records witb precision the material impressions 
produced by the sound waves due to the vocal 
utterances of a human being, and renders it 
possible to compare, at leisure, the results 
graven in tinfoil for as many languages as 
the investigator may have at command. He 
may note the differences of form which mark 
the utterance of the several vocabies, and, by 
eomparing these with those given by mere 
tone variety, arrive at a systematic knowledge 
of the signs which distinguisb articulation from 
the non-articuiate emissions of sound.

It might 
even be found that some of these expressions 
are due to movements which lie outside the 
nine-octave range that constitutes our musical 
Jadder, but which certainly has a vast possible 
range of expression above it, and perhaps be- 
low it.

THE DOMMSTIC. 

From E. N. A., Kenwoop.—Oagt of the haif- 
dozen practical themes to which this pen aches 
to give expression through sume such popular me- 
dium as your paper, the average servant-giril shall 
be chosen. The subject is extensive; Ite in- 
portance whe can question or fathom! It were 
worthy the pen and the verse of the poet, the’ 
brush and the canvas of the painter. Were the 
theme not so important, as aforesaid, one would 
be strongly inclined to makea buriesqne on it. But 
to one whe. like the writer, has been im the female 
employment business,-—-i. e., spending sundry 
hours at intelligence ( offices, handing notices 
over the counters of daily papers, diligently in- 
quiring of frieuds and neigabers as to the exist- 
ence and w bouts of the prehistoric—i. e., 
dutiful—‘* servant,” the question becomes a se- 
rious one. 

True, I do not like the word servant. It tmplies 
something,—an imaginary inferiority, perhaps, 
even though im truth greatness implice service. 
Well, then, call the person in question a jady, 
the lady o’ the house,” t you please, if se be 
that will mace her euch, 

But tae main guestion that mow burdens my ven 
is this: Why, In these times, is it so difficult to 
got a good girl for housework? If it is because 

here are but few in the market, the question is 
A. at — —— a is, if the demand is 
greater than the supply. the mystery is to a great 
extent explained. Probably this is the actual case. 
Still, the wonder remains, that, in times when it 
is said so many are out of employment, se few 
should be ambitious to excel in the business of 
housekeeping! It would seem as if this occupation 
were as noble as sewing, working in dirty 
shops, selling goods, millinery, ete.; certainly 
more noble than d0ipg nothing, which seems to be 
the chief calling of large numbers of American 
girls at present! This is the way we theorize. And 
while the Communists mutter and threaten, the 
sisters, whether or not orothers can get employ, 
are quite able, if they know enough to do house- 
work, to keep the lazy brothers in idleness. 
Really wey girls can get steadily from three to 
five collars a week, which, added to their board. 
would be eight or ten dollars per week at least. 
But this is better than most boys and even men can 
do, as day laborers. 

The fact is, a decent girl for h 
better chance to lay up money and@et rich than 
almost any one else. ne can make bout as much 
money, clear gain, as the average busipess man, 60 
small are the necessary expenses, lu view of such 
facts, the paradox is that certain ones should cry 
either bard times’ or want of work. 

Another question suggests itself: Why do not 
more men fit themselves for housework? Colored 
and Chinese men are sometimes found in this hoa- 
orable and useful calling. Why do not more of our 
white idiers learn the trade of cooking, washing, 
ironing, and general housework? They might de- 
pend om getting a living, aad more too. 

Again, the clase whe resort te the female em 
ployment offices are fully independent. They 
despise a great many things. Some of them are 
pious, exceedingly ee, and if you can possibly pre- 
vail on them to go a few miles out Into the agburbs 
(the pleasantest part of town likely) they wil! re- 
serve the right to come up town to spend most of 
each Sunday. Speaking of ‘* piety,” whether 
among Irish, Scandinavian, er German, the genu- 
me possession thereof wueld ve a recemmendaton 
rather than otherwise, but where itis mostly ex- 
hibited om Sunday, and takes the place of principle 
and honor, and has uo practical reference to the 
Golden Rule in such matters as lying and stealing, 
then we should prefer one less devoted.“ 

But some one says: ** We never have any trouble 
about getting girls atour honse. Something must 
be the matter.” Doubtiess that is true, either with 
us or with them. But while we expect a girl to 
dee the work, say for a family of five, the posi- 
tion is really comparatively easy. Yet my wife 
has hired fifteen girls in as many months! o of 
them were good and wise, the resi were bad and 
foolish. Nay, some were 60 bad that the Peniten- 
tiary was the fittest place for them, one virtually 
ese the just wife to tara der out of the 

ouse ! 

Is it a wonder that we should begin to regard the 
Whole matter of **servant-girls as an anmitigated 
nuisaace! 

Sickness comes; no girl; where shall we look? 
Who will help find one? Echo answers, ‘*Who 
and where’ some intelligence offices are evident - 
ly arranged to swindie you out of @ dollar, with no 
thought wor ability to eend yeu a decent, honest, 
reliable girl. 

And so we suffer on, the wife doing the house- 
work, taking care of the children and the sick, un- 
til she feels well-nigh wera out. Meanwhile we 
offer a beautiful home, good food, kind treatment 
to & me one, —auy one Who is deserving and with- 
out a place, and who bas orumary knowledge of 
what every girl in the land ought to know, viz. : 
the principles of housekeeping. 

Siace giving utterance to the above, the suffering 
writcr has met a few rays of heut quite actidental - 
ly falling oa this aubjeect. He bas learned of one 
intelligemce-ollice where a record or bricf history 
is kept of all applicants. This is equivalent to re- 
quiring certificates of character, though still bet- 
ter, as forgeries are easily made. The office is, in 
fact, a kind of quarantine, where care and inspec- 
thon’are given. 0 the practice there corresponds 
with the theory, the officers may expect great suc- 
cess, and the support of the setter class of fami- 
lies, and the driving out of existence the lew, un- 
te liable places whose proprietors are often more 
willing to tage the part of uaprmeipled loungers 
about their rooms than of bonest families who 

apply for good heip.

Our free schools bave become but instruments 
over which are drawn the wandering bows of eelf- 
interested demagogues. Astae nomadic minstrel 
will play iongest and best ( where tae coppers 
falbthickest within his grimy palm, so with oer 
institutions to-day. not for music’s sake, or fer 
the few artistic souls who appreciate harmony, bet 
for the talks of the bar-room and the penn of 
In our suburban towns the few who 

utest against the illegal practices of those who

| who mock the idea that there are such things as 


publie spirit and public thrift to be cultivated, who 
allow their cattle and herds of balf-starved horses 
to roam at large browsing shrubbery, leaping 
fences, and damaging crops and gardens, e few 
whe protest against these things, I say, are as 
completely set at nanght as though there was no 
more method in their complaimings than in tbe 
murmurs of fretful babes. In n to Rick 
against the pricks’ while justice remainsin Vandal 
hands. Like tac king of beasts immeshedin the 
spiders web, or Gulliver exposed to the torments 
of the Lilliputians, the better part of the 
public he helpless. 

Quality has succumbed to quantity. One last 
instance of the kind, and I hope the one that may 
appeal most strongly to my readers, and I have 
done. I want to speak particularily of the igno- 
rance that so recklessly plays havoc with little chil- 
dren’s lives. Many a mother would not be moursa- 
ing for her baby to-day, died & righteous law long 
since been made and enforced, that shoula forbid 
the wicked thoughtlessness that scatters disease 
broadcast. I have seen people riding in public 
conveyances, fresh from the sick bed, or the funeral 
of some victim of that dread scourge of childhood 
—scariet fever. No pains ween to or dis- 
infect a garment, no kindly intimation te the 
mother Whose rosy child occupies, perhaps, the 
crowded space made next the new comer whose 
garments are full of death. A brutal indifference 
to anything save self, and the trans- 
portation of self. The mether of children 
sick with any epidemic who 
allows any member of ber family to go abroad 
without every pains being taken to disinfect their 
clothing, is gailty of the actual murder of any child 
that may die through such exposyre. Not only is 
she guilty of murder. but of a terrible selfishness 
which finds no parralſel in a selfish world. She 
should be punished at beast by the full penalty of 
a law as severe, certainly, as that that wreaks ite 
vengeance upon petty larceny. This is the last and 
crowning example I cite of gnorance aad etupid- 
ity dominant. If those female suffragists who are 
so vallantly toiling for reform might apend their 
enerey to bring about this one reform alone, the 
gratitude of milions of mothers all ever the land, 
whose children’s lives are datiy jeopardized, shouid 
be theirs eternally.

Condition of the Crops en Route, in 


Llinois, Iowa, Missouri, 


_ Bpectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Wanner, Kan, June 28.—Presuming 
some notes by the way gathered in a trip from 
Chicago to this place, and which is to be consid- 
erably extended, would be of interest to the 
readers of [uz Tripune, especially so far as 
facts relating to the two subjects of crops and 
immigration are involved, and which form two 


subjects of paramount interest just now, I send 


you the following: 
FIRST, THE CROPS. 

Leaving Chicago on the morning of the 24th, 
by the Chicago & Rock Island Railroad, all 
across the State the crops, es beclally corn, gave 
evidence of serious injury by excessive rainfall. 
A good deal of ground intended for corp nad 
not been planted. On other ground, planted, 
the seed had rotted, and replanting had been 
necessary. Only on rolling lands affording nat- 
ural drainage was there a good stand and fair 


‘show for a crop. And on these grounds 


but little was seen more than ankie-high. A 
full crop over this portion of the State is out of 
the question; and the most favorable weather 
from this time on will be required to make » 
partial crop, as, on much of the ground planted 
in corn, there was no showing of any growth at 
a little distance, except when looking directly 
lengthwise of the rows. As we have now had 
three or four such seasons ip succession, and 
are liable to have more to. follow, our Illinois 
farmers upon these flat lands must make up 
their minds to one of three or four things: to 
tile-drain their farms; seed them down to 
grass, and follow grazing or dairying, or sell 
wut aud go to a country where conditions are 
more favorable. A farmer, if well fixed, can 


stand the partial loss of crops for one year, 
but let the same thing bappen for turee or 
four years in succession, and it becomes not 
only discouraging, but decidedly emtarrassiug.

Dav Norte, Southern Colorado, June 20.— 
After traversing the golden grain-belt ot South- 
ern Kansas, where the click of the reapers for 
300 miles sounded a continual undertone to the 
whir ef the train, we rolled on to the monoto- 
nous buffalo-plain of Eastern Colorado. Here 
Texas cattle and the revolver-loving cow-boy 
marked the miles. These cow-chieitains, whose 
great aim in life is to have killed a man, looked 
out from under sombreros with a gaze that fon- 
died one in a butcher-like way, and suggested 
lint and crutches. 

Early on a bright afternoon the plain ended

This 
might have continued all night, had not some 
reveler, acquainted with the peculiar courage of 
this peculiar people, fred a patol off in their 
midst. Fiddles dropped on the floor with a 
bang, jabbering stopped with a jerk which 
must have been trying on the cut-off; aud a 
clatter of old shoes went up the different 
streets, as if a herd of Rockv-Mountain goats 
were making a dash for the hills. 1 looked out 
of the window, and saw, in the moonlight, 
shriveled old Mexicans, who should have been 
in bed at sundown, slipping around corners 
with the speed of a midnicht cat when the boot- 
jack hovers in air. An instant after. not a sou 
of Mexico could have been found within three 
blocks. Happiiy, Garland four days hence will 
be a thing of the past, and its like not probable 
again this side of Texas or Mexico, 

THE STAGE FOR DEL NORTE 
was to leave at 6 in the morning, and, as there 
Was a trout-stream within sight of the house, 
we had resolved to cast an early fly there,— 
holding a revolver in ove hand for the fishers of 
men, and mavipulating the rod with the other. 
The resolve failed to awaken us, and we had 
scant time for breakiast ere the stage was at the 
door. Our party was speedily on top of the 
coach, ana whirling out of the forbidding town 
at eight miles an hour. We were in the great 
San Luis Park. On either hand rose up the 
snow-capped mountain-chains, While before us 
the Park stretched level as a field, untii jutting 
against a great range 140 miles away. In the 
thin air it seemed a short twenty miies. Mag- 
pied were numerous,—these beautiful birds 
seeming to have possession of the. scattered 
trees. The people here easily tame them, and 
learn them to talk. As we trotted along in 
this altitude of 7,400, we were able to witness 
some 
QUEER UPPER-AIR MANEUVRES. 
Iu the crevices of the mountains on either 
hand, low down along the timber-line, white 
clouds had been sleeping, As the sun popped 
above the crags, the vapors stretched out long 
arms in a yawuing sort of way, and tuen. slow- 
ly creeping forth, joined in troops, and sailed 
away for the eastern plains. On one mountain, 
a little cloud, not larger than the hand, sud- 
denly gathered to itself a hundred other clouds, 
and, becoming black in the face, burst forth in 
a furious storm. The creation from a clear 
sky, and the expiring of the hubbub of temper, 
did not occupy twenty minutes. Off on our 
right a short distance stood Mt. Blanca. 
the white one,—wrap in a drift of snow 
from head to foot. Un our left rolled the Rio 
Grande, full of melting suows, and tumbiing 
along ip a series of whirlpools. The air was so 
rare that anything lixe unusual exertion caused 
panting. We will get used to this soon, how- 
ever, and be ready for our summer-sojourn far 
up on the side of the Needles, 
AT 12.000 Fert. 
We dashed through Fort Garland. and crossed 
the mouutain-stream that had been turned to 
flow across the grounds. Further on, we 
dined upon antelope-steaks, and trout fresh 
the brook. As the shadows commenced to 
lengthen in the park, the stage crossed to the 
other bank of the Rio Grande, and we shouid 
have entered Del Norte atagallop. But, un- 
fortunately, at the last change an oid fossil had 
been placed upon the box, whose aim in life 
seemed to be to cling to reius like a petri- 
fied mummy, making the stage craw! like a snail. 
and robbing the ride of hait its pleasure. The 
Company might improve the last stage by put- 
ting an automaton in the seat, and having the 
horses spoken to at starting. 
DEL NORTS, 
snuggied at the foot of the mountains, is one of 
the principal outfitting posts. It was here that 
we were to buy our burros, littie Mexican don- 
keys three feet or so high, for packs, aad mus-

GIGANTIC FRAUD. 


— — 


Counterfeiting the Great Seal of California 
Millions of Acres of Land Stolen and Dis- 
tribated Under Fictitious Titles Through. 
out the State. 

San Francisco Chronicle 

A fraud of a startling nature, and doubtless 
one of the most stupendous in its purposes and 
results of any previously perpetrated in this 
State, has recently been discovered, amounting 
to nothing less than the counterfeiting of the 
Great Seal of the State of California and its ap- 
plicatiou to prodigious schemes of thievery. The 
main oBject to which this daring villainy has 
beeu designed has been the wholesale seizure of 
the public lands under the guise of legal sanction, 
and op a scale compared with which the brief 
period of desert land-grabbing was a mere spasin 
of petty larceny. It is known that information 
of the fraud has been im possession of the State 
authorities for some weeks past, but the reason 
that it has been withheld from the public is not 
explained, uniess it may be attributed to the 
cause of justice in facilitating the ferreting out 
of the guilty parties. For what period and to 
what extent this fraudulent instrument has 
been in use, outside investigation has not deter- 
mined, but it is quite certain that many thou- 
sands, ma yhap millions of acres of land, includ- 
ing some of the best improved and valuable in 
the State, are held under fictitious titles, devoiv- 
ing upon the employment of this counterfeit. 
It is further intimated that men of 
prominent and hitherto esteemed integrity 
are concerned in this fraud, and that its perpe- 
tration will in due time solve the mystery of 
many au easily accumulated fortune in various 
quarters. From the extent to which fictitious 
titles to land are held under this counterfeit 
seal in all parts of the State it is evident that 
hundreds have been directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the villany, while the victims may be 
estimated by thousands. It seems no less as- 
sured that public officiats in some quarters have 
been implicated in the business and shared in 
the guilty profits. The manner in which the 
counterfeit seal has been employed appears 
to have been varied. Thousands of school 
land warrants have been forged and sold on 
ite authenticity. Au immense amount of land 
bas been taken in the same manner of forged 
or illegal Indian scriv and soldicrs’ warrants. 

Special swindles on a gigantic scale have been 
aceomplished by taking uo large tracts of lands 
and parceling them out to settlers, involving in 
some instances a clear steal of a million or 
more. And the audatity of the villanv has 
even extended to the manufacturing of fictitious 
titles, by which many a settler has been rubbed 
outright of bis good improved homestead, or 
made to pay roundly for the dispersion of the 
cloud on his title. By the peculiar nature of 
the fraud in its application to the courts, the 
‘unfortunate farmer, whose title is disputed by 
the remorseless thieves, is placea at a fatal dis- 
advantage. The worthless deeds, based upon a 
counterfeit seal, are put upon record in the 
several counties, and in case of suits affecting 
title the records, and not the patents, are pro- 
duced in court. Mauy a lavyer has thus lost 
his case from the records alone, whereas if he 
could have reached the vriginal itseif, and have 
been advised of, the existence of the 
counterfeit seal, he might have reached 
a tavorable result. In what manner 
the employment of this counterieit 
seal was disclosed is not stated, but it is im 
possible that, from the pvinte developed in 
continuous land litigation in the State for some 
years past, the practice of some gigautig systein 
of fraud should have been unexpected. Au im- 
pression of the counterfeit seal received at the 
Chronicie office shows that the work has been 
skilfully executed, but there are variations 
from the genuine which are easily described, 
and from which the counterieit may be easily 
detected. There is a variation in the head ol 
the Wear in the counterfeit amounting to a man- 
ifest disproportion. The ship in the distance in 
the genuine yields to the pressure of the breeze, 
while in the counterfeit it stands erect and be- 
calmed. The pick in the hands of the ininer is 
sharply cut in the original, waile in the couo- 
terfeit it bears more the resemblance of a calk- 
er's hammer. The front end of the rocker iu 
the geuuine partially conceals the leg of the 
miner, while in the counterfeit it.barely reaches 
him. There are like variations in the drapery 
of the female figure,’ the outlines of the hills, 
etc., that might also serve to detect the coun- 
terfeit from the genuine. 

lt is appalling to contemplate the amount of 
litigation that may attend a thorough sifting of 
the frauds that have atteuded the use of the 
counterfeit seal; the hardship that will befall 
the thousands of holders of fictitious land titles, 
and the infamous dowufall of nota few of the 
high in estate. A proper dispensation of justice 
in the matter would largely increase the Colony 
of San Quentin, the  coufterfeiting of the seal 
in itself being made atelbny punishable by not 
less than five nor more Ahan fourteen years im- 

risonment. Already the finger of suspicion 

as been pointed in various directions, apd 
startling events may be looked for speedily, if 
some unwholesome influence does bot impede 
the progress of investigation. The fact of this 
enormous crime, with the widespread and pro- 
digious wrongs attending it, having gained 

publicity, the people wiil look anxiously tor im- 

mediate and energetic action on tne part of the 

State authorities for the correction of the evil 

and the pugishment of the guilty.

American Carpets. 
deten American. 

Our production of carpets is larger than that 
of any other country in the world. In 1875 the 
Value of the product was $32,376,168. In 1872 
our importations of carpeting amounted to 
wearly $6,000,000; in 1877 they were only $674,- 
NI. In their report as to the character of 
American the Centennial judges said: 
“The proofs at the Exhibition of our attain- 
ments in this manufacture were observed with 
uo little surprise. it was manifest, from the 
absence of rival fore exhivitions, that in re- 
Spect to the carpets of the cheaper and medium 
qualities, up to the two and three-piy lugrains, 
the competition is confined to our own manu- 
facturers. Even rival English manufacturers 
geverally admitted that in the production of 
Jacquard Brussels, tapestries and A ana 
narrow Axminsters, we have nothing to learn 
from them either in design or fabrication.” It 
is worth remarking in this connection that, 
when American inventors undertook the task of 
2 carpet-weaying machinery, the work 
was all done on hand-looms by men. Now 
women and boys do ali the manual labor. In 
1844 a man witb a helper could weave not more 
than seven yards of Brussels carpet in a day. 
Now a girl will weave fifty yards in that time.

Something About Old Gid, the 
Superintendent of the 
Stage Line. 


Mineral Wealth at Deadwood and in Its 
Vicinity---Fears of a Stampede 
for Bear Paw.

Drapwoop, June 27.—Your correspondent 
arrived at this famous city on Tuesday morn- 
ing at 3 o’clock, having traveled night and day 
since leaving Bismarck at 8 o’cluck Saturday 
morning. It is usually claimed by all the stage 
companies running from the. Northern and 
Union Pacific Railroads, that they can make the 
distance in forty-eight hours if the are 
good; but, as a general rule, the roads 

ALWAYS ROUGH OR WET, 

which places the stages behind time from six to 
twenty-four hours; and the time is sometimes 
80 great that the stages get iv one week after 
starting, and it bas been known torun as long 
as ten days. The stages are Concords on all 
lines, with dead-ax wagons where the roads are 
bad. The elegant Concord which figures so 
prominently in the time-cards of the railroad 
companies is not at all similar to the Palmer 
House coaches, but rather to a red, covered box- 
wagon, set on springs, with place for messenger 
and driver in front, and for baggage in back. 
They seat easily six persons, but fourteen have 
been known to be squeezed in ona trip. Alto- 

ther taken, the stage part of the journey 

rom Chicago is most unpleasant. 

Bad water, badly-cooked, fat bacon, and bad 
roads are the chief objects of interest and dis- 
cussion ou the various routes, unless It be 

ROAD AGENTS AND INDIANS. 

To provide against. the former evils let me 
recommend to the traveling publicthat they 
lay in a stock of provisions and iced tea in the 
culinary department, a large blanket to take 
comfort in, and trust to the stage company to 
look after Indians and agents, which they try 
their best to do,—at preseut having five rifles in 
each stage, and the guard and drivers wearing 
big navy-revolvers, placed in belts exposing 
sixty or wore cartridges. Like all Chicago, or 
rather Eastern people, I prepared to meet the 
red-skin with powder and ball, and so bought a 
revolver of a calibre No. 38, but have been 
laughed at by men here, who despise anything 
less than a 44. 

Traveling from Bismarck is very pleasant, 
comparatively, but riding over rolling prairies 
for forty bours naturally sickens one of the 
scenery, though it was mxied up with a town 
thirty miles in length of prairie-dogs, and an 
antciope appeared quite often; while the chief 
amusement of the trip was popping at jack- 
rabbits by the Superintendent of the stage 
line, who was traveling with us. It is needless 
to remark that po game was killed. 

SPEAKING OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
is speaking of one of the most popular men in 
the Hiliss A man pretty evenly formed, weigh- 
ing 340 pounds, light complexioned, with rosy 
face, and a little mustache, brings Old Gid to 
view. There is a general uncertainty about bis 
name; few know it. Bill Gidley he is called 
by his men; he signs his name Gid, and claims 
to be English. This, however, is nut the case. 
He is a Norwegian, and his right name is Ole 
Gideleson. He first was a sailor and seal- 
hunter. Coming to America on being expelied 
as a political revolutionist, he stopped his polit- 
ical work and took to mail-contracts in British 
Americe,—driving a tandem of dogs for a 
couple of vears for the Hudson Bay Company. 
He then received a Postmastershio in Canada. 
Having frozen his band sligutly, he took to the 
warmer climate of the United States, and went 
on the express lines, and finally from a bull- 
whacker on a freight-train for a start, was raised 
to the position of Postmaster in one of 
Territorial towns, under Lincoln. He was 
there again 60 interested in contracts 
that he took to staging. and, after various turns, 
holds his present position. As a companion he 
is most pleasant, being well versed in stories, 
and is a most accomplished prevaricator of the 
truth.—his chief delight being to scare the 
‘* tender-foot flat,“ and after that t5 play jokes. 
He has been engaged in any number of fichts 
with Indians, until from them he obtained the 
name “Fiving Mountain”; speaks with both 
German and Irish brogue; and can do more 
sleeping on stages and wagous than any other 
man in the United States. 

BEAR BUTTS, 

near the Bell Fourche, where the soldiers’ camp 
is to be located, is the most pleasant bit of 
scenery on the route,—being about 2,000 ieet 
high, end containing one of the best 
siiver mines in the Hille. It is visi- 
ble to the eve for about 150 miles 
when a person is on an elevation. The Indians 
were not visible on the trip, but the pilgrims on 
the stage had the stone water-marks ou the 
Hills, placed there by the Indians, pointed out 
to them as Shackvasty Jim, Sitting Bull, and 
others. 


OF DEADWOOD 

I bave fully made up my mind that it ie found- 
ed on a rock, as is commanded in the Bible, and 
the rock is almost a perfect bed of quartz, full 
of gold,—some paving little to the ton, and 
some running as Hirn as $20.

One change during the past 
week swept out the support of five houses, and 
vet nothing can be said, for here the miner is 
the supreme being. 

THE VERY HILLS, 
which at first were set down as being non-pro- 
ductive, are now paying largely. [he shafts 
and tunnels on their sides are without number, 
and many a blast is being heard up and down | 
the guiches,—each ope meaning so many tons 
of gold ore, and yielding ore at that. 

The oricinal belt, extending from southeast - 
of Lead Citv in a northwesterly direction to 
Central City, is already famous for its mount- 
ains of gold quartz. Upon these are located | 
the mines being operated by tie Can 
fornia companies. The wonderful richness and 
extent of this beit for a while so dazzled 
the people that they were biind to tbe fact that 
equally rich and extensive mines lay outside of 
thiebelt. In fact, the belt theory is now, with | 
every well-posted Biack-Hiller, thoroughiv ex- 
ploded; and the attention ef not only pros- | 
pectors, but mining experts and heavy capital- 
ists, is steadily turning to other fields.

A ROYAL FUNERAL. 


Dispateh to London Times. 

Par, June 18.—The funeral of George V. 
of Hanover was conducted to-day with Royal 
pomp, and attracted considerable numbers of 
spectators along the route, while some watched 
the procession from the summit of, the Arc de 
Triomphe. The Prince of Wales arrived at the 
Rue de Presbourg as half-past 10 and, with 
Prince Ernest Augustu s, receiwed the distin- 
guished persons invited to the ceremony. These 
included Don Francis of Assisi, the Comte de 
Paris, the Duc d' Aumale, the Due de Nemours, 
Archduke Regnier, Pri Hermann and Albert 
of Solms the Duke of Aosta, Lord Lyons, 
Prince Orloff, and the rest of the Diplomatic 
body, M. Patrick de MacMahon, who, with Gens. 
D’Abzac and Broye, represented the Marshal, 
and many of the French nobility and high func- 
tionaries. Cavalry, artillery, and infantry were 
stationed im the street and the neighboring 
Champs Elysees by 11 o’clock, destined to tori 
an imposing escort. The procession started 
at half-past 12. The hearse—the same as that 
used at M. Thiers’ funeral—was sumptuously 
fitted up, and was surmounted by an immense 
roval crown, consisting of natural flowers, The 
pall-bearers were the late King’s Cabinet Minis- 
ters and the chief officers of his household. The 
hearse was preceded by the servants in grand uni- 
form and a Hanoverian deputation wearing the 
Langensalza Medal; while on either side of it 
were borne numberless wreaths and bouquets. 
Prince Ernest Augustus and the Prince of Wales 
were the chief mourners, both in full military 
uniform ; and the Crown of Hanover, carried on 
a crimson velvet cushion, was a striking object 
in the procession. There were fourteen mourn- 
ing coaches, So grand an array of brilliant uni- 
forms and trappings has not been seen in Paris 
for years. Unfortunately, the sombre clouds 
which had been hanging over Paris all the morn- 
ing broke up into a drenching shower just as 
the procession was half-way down the 
Champs Elysees, but it passed off and 
the sky cleared before the Lutheran 
Church in the Rue Chauchat was reach- 
ed. This small and uvpretentious edifice 
was literally packed. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg, 
the Due d’Alencon, the Duc de la Rochefou- 
cauld, and afew others, had repaired thither 
direct without following in the procession; and 
in the gallery were Princess Mathilde, Princess 
Czartoriska, Princess Metternich, and other la- 
dies. M. Appia conducted the service and de- 
liyered a brief address. The band of the One- 

undred-and-Third Infantry played the same 

leces as those selected for the funeral of Gen. 

uplessis, to whom the King was much attach- 
ed, and this regiment, at the Prince’s request, 
had formed part ef the escort. The coffin 
was placed under the catafalque, and a pro 
fusion of rose petals were showered over 
it. M. Appia, in his address, sketched 
the life of the deceased, and mentioned 
that at Langensalza, when his staff wished him 
to leave a spot at which the Prussian guns were 
aiming, he firmly replied, “I am King, and 
mean to remain under flre.“ Shortly before 
the service was concluded Prince Ernest con- 
ducted to their mourning coach his mother and 
sisters, who had insisted on following the 
King’s remains to the church. The coffin, pend- 
ing its removal to Hanover, has been placed in 
the vaults of the edifice. With the exception 
of Napoleon’s interment at the Invalides in 
1840, no funeral of a sovereign has passed 
through the streets of Paris since the death of 
Louis XVIII. in 18298. The demeanor of the 
crowd was respectful, but can scarcely be de- 
scribed as sympathetic. 


A GREENBACK SONG.

West Grove, Ia., July 1.—The Greenbackers 
here are red-hot. and work like beavers.

Railroad Projects and Expectations - 


in That Territory.

A Remarkably Rich Deposit of 
Argentiferous Ore. 


The Hon, Schuyler Colfax and the Mer- 
mons--Judge I. Schaffer.

Sar LA, Utah, June . — The Union Pa- 
cific magnates, Gould and Dillon, were here re- 
cently, and, it is understood, made arrange- 
ments to extend the Utah Northern to Suabe 
River, and the Utah Southern to Nephi. The 
first wil! give them control of the Montana and 
Idaho business, and will also open to settlement 
the immense Valley of the Suabe, and end the 
outbreaks of the Idaho Indians, every band of 
whom seems to have a Chief Joseph waiting for 
time and opportunity. Gen. Crook says the 
present emeute of the Bannocks is due te their 
having been starved. It may prove to be pretty 
serious, but somehow the impression here is as 
yet that there isa great deal of-fuss for a little 
fire. A railroad up into thevalley would admit 
the whites, and 

SOON SETTIE THE MATTER 
in the only way our Indian wars ever are set- 
tled. Jay Gould is understood to be buiiding 
the road under contract for the Company, and 
to intend to extend it to the Snake this season. 

The Utah Southern was organized to build 
seventy-five miles. Ig did so, and stopped in 
the open sage-brush, nowhere. A little settle- 
ment called York soon sprang up at the ter- 
minus, but there is no water there, and it is 
proposed to extend it fifteen miles, to Nephi, at 
the mouth of Salt Creek, at the mouth of 
which some “home talent is a road 
into the southern coal and wheat fields of this 
Territory. They will no longer need to be like a 
lopped-off limb, but can become joined te the 
main trunk.

of argentiferous ore has been discovered and 
Opered some hundred miles south of Nephi, and 
some parties outside of the Union Pacific influ- 
ence, but not hostile to it (as what ipterest in 
Utah would dare to bei are endeavorigg to 
build a narrow gauge between the end of 
the Utah Southern and this mine, which is 
called “the Bonanza.” The mine has been 
opened to a depth of 300 feet for a length of 300 
feet, and a width of 150 feet.

They are 
producing about 100 tons of bullion sa week, 
and hauling to the railroad at a cost of half the 
value of the lead. A year ago, lead was worth 
here $75 a ton; now it is worth but $25. Still 
the general output of the Territory bas fallen off 
only 500 tons per month. The Frisco 
mae | has smelted 8,000 tons of Bonanza 
ore, and got 1,000 tons of bullion, averaging 
about 150 ounces of silver per ton. But the 
Bonanza Company has smelters of its own, and 
it may reserve its $6,000 ore for itself. If what 
is said about it is true, it is one of the 
REMARKABLE MINES OF THE CENTURY, 
exceeded in extent and richness of product 
only by the old Belcher and Crown Point, and 
the late Consolidated Virginia and California 
Bonanza, with this difference, however, name- 
ly: They were struck a quarter ofa mile be- 
low the surface; this begins at the surface. It 
will probably drove of enough importance to 
draw the railroad south 200 miles from this 


city. 

Tne Union Pacifie Railroad people have no 
opposition in Utah, and they have uered all 
that east of the mountains, except Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, and the Bur & 
Missouri; to which roads, ene or both of them, 
this basin looks for ultimate competition, east 
and west. When the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe shall have reached Leadville, on the 
Arkansas River, above the Twin Lakes, an easy 
pass at the head of the e dteme left fork of 
the Arkansas, 3,000 feet lower than the Ute, 
Berthoud, or Georgia Passes,— is to say 
less than 8,500 feet above the —opening out 
westward on Eagle River, which emoties inte 
the Grand west of the Middle Park, will invite 
them on and over. Thence to this basin 

THERE ARE NO SERIOUS OBSTACLES, 
and the intervening country is scarcely 
in altitude than the Plains out east of Denver, 
and is a much finer country in every respect. A 
few years ago no road had reached Denver over 
the Plains; now the Union Pacific, the Kansas 
Pacific, and the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe are 
there, while the Burlingtow & Missouri is bound 
to go there. Aud they won't be much of any- 
where whea they get there. Their next objeet- 
ive point must be the Utah Basin, and even 
here they won’t find deep enough water. They 
must go on to the big drink,—the Pacific Ocean. 
Of course, the Union Paide is here, and the 
Kansas Pacific is gone in.“ What pluck the 
Burlington & Missouri may have, we don’t 
know; but the Atchison, Topexa & 
Santa Fe, successfully threading the Arkansas 
Canon already,—that is to say, overcoming the 
worst obstacle between the Plalus aud the Utah 
Basin, —we expect to look out and feel round in 
this direction. It is at liberty to branch off 
through New Mexico, of course; but the direct 
west line will be as advantageous for them as 
the southwest. And to it alone looks now this 
region for an opposition to Gould and Dillon, 
who charge us more for hauling lead-bars ia 
empty cars to New York than they are worth. 

THE HON. SCHUYLER COLFAX 

was here recently on a visit to his sister, Mrs. 
Hullister, and delivered his lecture on Lincoln, 
at the invitation and undef the auspices of the 
Odd Feliows. The Mormons pretend to con- 
sider him the instigator, and beginner, and fo- 
menter ot the war of modern civilization on 
them, and it is ludicrous te hear them tell with 
damnabieiteration how be accepted Mormon hos- 
pitality on bis first visit, and afterward, in his lec- 
ture Across the Continent,” abused them.
